1.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  as  to  authority  for  a  company 
which  is  part  of  a  regiment  to  adopt  a  coat  of  arms  and  the  use 
of  same,  reply  was  received  from  the  Militia  Bureau  under  date 
of  February  11,  1924,  stating  as  follows : 

1.  Coats  of  Arms  are  authorized  for  color  bearing 
organizations  only. 

2.  As  a  means  of  promoting  esprit  de  corps  and  keep- 
ing alive  historical  tradition,  eacli  regiment  of  the  Reg- 
ular Army,  National  Guard  and  Organized  Reserves  may 
adopt  and  wear  as  a  part  of  the  uniform  a  distinctive 
badge  or  trimming.    (A.  R.  600-40,  Par.  46). 

3.  Wearing  of  a  distinctive  badge  or  trimming  on  the 
uniform  is  limited  to  color  bearing  organizations,  i.  e., 
to  regments  or  independent  battalions,  or  their  equiva- 
lents, such  as  tank  battalions,  ammunition  trains,  or  Air 
Service  groups."

To :  The  Adjutants  General  and  U.  S.  Property  and  Dis- 

bursing Officers  of  all  States,  Territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  National 
Guard. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  authorizes  the  issue  of  two  pairs  of 
light  woolen  stockings  for  use  during  field  training  to  each  en- 
listed man  of  the  National  Guard  and  this  item  will  be  included 
in  future  changes  to  National  Guard  equipment  tables.  This  item 
should  be  added  to  all  equipment  tables,  National  Guard,  except 
"Individual  Equipment,  Field  Service,  for  Officers  and  Warrant 
Officers." 

2.  Issues  for  1924  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  actual  numbers 
taken  to  camp  in  1923  plus  twenty  per  cent,  but  not  to  exceed 
authorized  peace  strength.  For  use  in  the  preparation  of  requisi- 
tions, which  should  be  submitted  to  corps  area  commanders  as 
soon  as  practicable,  the  following  extract  from  Army  Regulations 
No.  30-3050  dated  April  21,  1923,  is  quoted  for  your  informa- 
tion : — ■

DOCUMENTS  SECTION  1jIBR*R? 
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"1.  General, — a.  Use. — The  size  tariffs  of  clothing  per 
thousand  are  given  in  the  tables  in  paragraph  2  to  21. 
These  size  tariffs  do  not  supersede  or  take  the  place 
of  the  size  records  required  to  be  kept  by  organizations, 
but  are  to  be  used  only — 

(1)  When  size  records  are  not  available,  or 

(2)  At  places  where  size  records  are  not  kept,  such 
as  those  at  which  exceptionally  large  stocks  are  main- 
tained, e.  g.,  general  supply  depots,  field  supply  depots, 
or  reserves. 

b.    Sizes  not  shown  in  tables. 

(1)  Sizes  of  clothing  not  shown  in  these  tables  will 
not  be  carried  in  stock  after  the  stock  of  odd  sizes 
now  on  hand  is  exhausted. 

(2)  Until  then,  the  substitution  of  the  nearest  odd 
sizes  for  regular  sizes  is  authorized.  Thereafter,  cloth- 
ing of  sizes  not  shown  in  the  tables  will  be  considered 
as  special  measurement  clothing,  will  be  manufactured 
or  procured  only  in  quantities  necessary  to  meet  actual 
requirements,  and  will  not  be  called  for  on  requisi- 
tions for  stock."

U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  of  all  States, 
Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  National  Guard. 

1.  Reference  is  made  to  mimeograph  letter  of  this  Bureau  of 
October  3,  1923,  (Militia  Bureau  400.703/4)  authorizing  all  Field 
shoes  in  possession  of  the  National  Guard  to  be  turned  in  to 
the  nearest  depot,  to  be  replaced  by  requisitioning  Service  shoes 
of  like  number. 
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2.  This  Bureau  has  been  advised  that  in  some  eases  wholly 
unserviceable  shoes  unfit  for  salvage  or  repair  or  any  disposition 
except  destruction  have  been  shipped  in  under  this  authorization. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  such  shipments  do  not  justify  the  cost  of 
transportation,  instructions  referred  to  in  paragraph  1  are,  there- 
lore,  amended  to  include  only  serviceable  Field  shoes. 

4.  Unserviceable  shoes  of  this  type  should  be  surveyed  with 
a  view  to  sale  "as  is,  where  is,"  or  destruction. 

5.  Requisition  for  Service  shoes  to  replace,  without  charge, 
the  total  number  of  Field  shoes  turned  in  or  surveyed,  as  directed 
above,  will  be  submitted,  as  provided  for  in  the  mimeograph  letter 
of  October  3,  1023.  in  reference  above.

To :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all   States,   Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War,  under  date  of  December  14th,  1923, 
issued  the  following  instructions  to  the  Regular  Army  on  the 
above  subject. 

"1.  With  reference  to  letter  from  this  office,  dated  the 
17th  of  July,  the  following  is  communicated  to  the  Ser- 
vice as  an  outline  of  the  War  Department's  policy  in 
this  matter : 

2.  It  is  desired  that  all  regimental  commanders  en- 
courage in  every  way  the  composition  and  adoption  of  a 
regimental  song,  which,  it  is  thought,  should  deal  with 
past  exploits  and  achievements  of  the  organization. 

3.  This  letter  will  not  be  taken  as  an  order  on  the 
part  of  the  War  Department  for  the  adoption  of  a  regi- 
mental song,  but  merely  to  indicate  to  the  Service  that 
the  War  Department  favors  such  action  and  is  prepared 
through  the  medium  of  the  Army  Music  School  to  render 
such  assistance  as  is  possible  and  as  may  be  desired. 

4.  It  is  realized  that  any  composition  should  be  of 
spontaneous  growth  and  that  any  compulsion  in  this 
matter  would  result  only  in  a  collection  of  material  en- 
tirely unworthy  of  the  purpose  for  which  intended. 
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5.  The  Army  Music  School  is  prepared  to  assist  in 
an  advisory  capacity  and  to  this  end  all  such  songs  will 
be  submitted  to  The  Army  Music  School,  Washington 
Barracks,  D.  C,  for  review  to  insure  that  no  duplication 
occurs.  In  case  it  is  found  that  certain  corrections  or 
changes  are  necessary,  the  manuscript  with  suggested 
changes  will  be  returned  to  the  regimental  commander 
for  his  remarks  and  recommendations.  Upon  final  ap- 
proval of  the  recommendations  of  regimental  commanders 
for  a  song  for  their  units,  these  will  be  announced  by  the 
War  Department  as  regimental  songs. 

6.  Several  regiments  have  already  adopted  certain  airs 
and  words  as  regimental  songs.  These,  in  accordance  with 
the  policy  outlined  in  paragraph  3,  above,  should  be  sub- 
mitted for  War  Department  approval  and  a  copy  filed 
with  the  records  of  The  Army  Music  School,  in  order 
that  words  and  music  already  approved  for  certain  regi- 
ments may  be  checked  against  future  recommendations 
from  other  regiments.  Additional  verses  may  be  added 
to  approved  songs  when  circumstances  of  service  indicate 
that  such  additions  are  desirable  and  will  tend  to  create 
a  feeling  of  pride  and  comradeship  in  the  organization. 

7.  The  term  "regiment"  as  used  herein  will  be  con- 
fined to  units  of  the  Infantry,  Field  Artillery,  Cavalry, 
Coast  Artillery  and  Engineers.  In  addition,  other 
branches  and  corps  such  as  the  Air  Service,  Quarter- 
master, etc.,  may  adopt  a  song  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Chief  concerned  and  with  War  Department  ap- 
proval, as  outlined  above  for  regimental  songs." 

2.  The  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  believes  that  it  would  be  to 
the  interest  of  the  National  Guard  similarly  to  adopt  Regimental 
Songs,  as  undoubtedly  they  would  prove  to  be  of  considerable  value 
in  promoting  pride  in  organization  and  regimental  esprit. 

3.  The  provisions  of  the  above  quoted  letter  can,  therefore, 
be  considered  as  also  applicable  to  the  National  Guard,  and  you 
are  requested  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  all  con- 
cerned. Arrangements  have  been  made  with  The  Army  Music 
School  whereby  it  will  render  National  Guard  organizations  the 
same  assistance  as  that  given  Regular  Army  organizations,  as 
contemplated  in  paragraph  5,  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
quoted  above. 

4.  All  proposed  regimental  songs  should  be  transmitted  to  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  the  necessary  action.

1.  There  is  forwarded  herewith  for  your  information  a  copy 
of  Bulletin  No.  2,  War  Department,  dated  January  30,  1924,  on 
the  above  subject,  which  it  is  requested  that  you  give  such 
publicity  as  will  insure  that  all  who  may  so  desire  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  presented. 

2.  As  members  of  all  components  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  National  Guard,  who  can  qualify  as  to 
their  amateur  standing  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  Army  try- 
outs,  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  would  like  to  see  as  many 
National  Guardsmen  as  possible  compete  for  and  qualify  on  the 
Army  team,  which  in  turn  will  compete  for  places  on  the  team 
representing  the  United  States. 

3.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  arrangements  to 
select  the  horse-riding  team  have  already  been  carried  out.  Exact 
information  as  to  the  tryouts  for  revolver  and  rifle  shooting  and 
for  boxing,  wrestling,  and  the  Modern  Pentathlon  will  be  pub- 
lished later  and  communicated  to  you  as  soon  as  received. 

4.  For  further  details  regarding  the  Corps  Area  elimination 
contests  to  be  held  preliminary  to  the  final  Army  tryouts  for 
track,  field,  and  swimming,  which  latter  will  be  held  on  May 
24th,  you  are  advised  to  communicate  directly  with  the  Com- 
manding General  of  your  Corps  Area.

Participation  of  members  of  the  Ariny  in  tryouts  for  the 
Olympic  Games  for  192Jf. — The  Olympic  Games  for  1924  will  be 
held  in  Paris  commencing  about  July  1. 

Final  tryouts  to  determine  membership  on  a  team  represent- 
ing the  United  States  will  be  held  in  different  cities  on  the 
Eastern  Coast  at  such  dates  subsequent  to  June  1  as  will  enable 
the  American  Team  finally  selected  to  sail  for  Paris  from  New- 
York  about  June  15. 

It  is  contemplated  that  sectional  tryouts,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  American  Olympic  Committee,  will  be  held  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  and  that  winners  of  these  various  sectional 
competitions  will  come  on  to  the  final  tryouts  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  Membership  on  the  team  representing  the 
United  States  will  be  open  to  all  citizens  of  unquestioned  amateur 
standing  and  who  otherwise  worthily  represent  the  United  States. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  American  Olympic 
Committee  whereby  the  Army  will  hold  its  own  tryouts,  and 
winners  as  indicated  below,  whose  records  are  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  expense  of  sending  them  to  the  final  Olympic  tryouts, 
will  be  eligible  to  enter  directly  into  the  latter.  Members  of  all 
components  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  who  can  qualify 
as  to  their  amateur  standing  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  Army 
tryouts. 
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The  events  on  the  Olympic  Program  in  which  the  Army  is 
especially  interested  consists  of — 

Rifle  shooting, 

Revolver  shooting, 

Horse  riding  competitions. 

Swimming, 

Boxing, 

Wrestling, 

Track  and  Field, 

Modern  Pentathlon. 
This  last  event  embraces — ■ 

Revolver  or  pistol  shooting, 

Swimming, 

Fencing  with  the  dueling  sword, 
Crc  ss-country  horse  riding,  including  obstacles, 
Cross-country  running,  including  obstacles. 
It  is  comtemplated  that  tryouts  for  revolver  and  rifle  shooting 
will  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Rifle  and  the 
United   States  Revolver  Associations.     Exact  information  with 
reference  to  time,  place  and  conditions  of  these  tryouts  will  bu 
published  later.     Arrangements  to  select  the  horse  riding  team 
have  already  been  carried  out. 

It  is  contemplated  that  final  Army  tryouts  for  track  and  field 
and  swimming  will  be  held  on  May  24  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commanding  General,  Second  Corps  Area.  Exact  information  as 
to  boxing,  wrestling  and  the  Modern  Pentathlon  will  be  published 
later. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  transportation  funds  in  Army  appropria- 
tions, it  will  be  impossible  to  provide  the  same  to  cover  travel 
of  representatives  from  the  various  corps  areas  to  the  final  Army 
tryouts.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  for  the  various  corps 
areas  to  provide  funds  necssary  for  the  transportation  of  their 
representatives  to  and  from  New  York  for  track  and  field,  Modern 
Pentathlon  and  swimming  tryouts,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  corps 
area  and  department  commanders  will  be  able1  to  hold  elimination 
contests  and  send  such  winners  as  they  may  desire  to  report  to  the 
Commanding  General,  Second  Corps  Area,  for  participation  in  the 
final  Army  games.  The  Second  Coi-ps  Area  will  arrange  to  pro- 
vide quarters  and  messing  arrangements  for  all  competitors  re- 
porting for  these  events.  In  addition,  the  Commanding  General, 
Second  Corps  Area,  is  prepared  to  cover,  from  proceeds  of  Army 
tryouts,  expenses  of  sending  Army  competitors  from  New  York 
to  the  final  Olympic  tryouts  in  Boston.  The  Commanding  Gen- 
eral, Second  Corps  Area,  will  also  arrange  with  the  Command- 
ing General,  First  Corps  Area,  for  caring  for  officers  and  en- 
listed competitors  during  their  stay  in  Boston. 

Corps  area  commanders  are  authorized  to  send,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Government,  winners  to  their  various  tryouts  on  a 
detached  service  status  to  permit  them  to  participate  in  the  Army 
games  to  be  held  as  indicated  above.  Entries  from  corps  areas 
and  departments  will  be  limited  to  two  in  each  one  of  the  var- 
ious events  hereinafter  listed,  and  corps  area  commanders  are 
authorized  to  send  entrants  for  the  various  events  up  to  and 
including  this  limit  without  reference  to  records  of  performance 
hereinafter  given.  In  order,  however,  to  reduce  expenses,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  records  of  performance  hereinafter  given  should 
be  approximately  equaled  before  selecting  representatives  from  the 
various  corps  areas  and  departments. 

In  order  to  reduce  transportation  expenses,  the  commanding 
generals  of  the  Ninth  Corps  Area  and  the  Hawaiian  and  Panama 
Canal  Departments  are  authorized  to  make  use  of  the  transport 
sailings  from  Hawaii,  San  Francisco  and  Panama  to  New  York 
City. 
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The  following  are  the  events  on  the  Olympic  Program  which 
will  constitute  the  Army  tryouts ;  at  the  same  time  the  tabulation 
shows  the  minimum  performances  which  should  be  approximated 
by  various  corps  area  winners  to  warrant  their  participation  in 
the  final  tryouts :

It  is  desired,  in  all  cases  where 
corps  area  hold  tryouts  to  select  teams  for  the  final  Army 
games,  that  corps  area  commanders  urge  all  elements  of  the 
Army  to  participate.  All  members  of  exempted  commands  within 
a  territorial  command  will  be  eligible  to  compete  in  the  tryouts 
of  the  corps  area  within  which  such  exempted  commands  are 
located. 

Corps  area  commanders  are  authorized  to  correspond  directly 
with  the  commanding  general  of  the  corps  areas  wherein  the  Army 
final  tryouts  will  be  held  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  these  events. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  transporting,  housing  and  subsisting 
such  members  of  the  Army  as  may  be  successful  in  winning  places 
on  the  Olympic  Team  in  the  final  Olympic  tryouts,  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  American  Olympic  Committee,  will  be  handled 
by  this  latter  agency.

1.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  necessity  for  promptly  submitting 
the  semi-annual  "List  of  Principal  Ordnance  Supplies"  and  its  ac- 
companying report  showing  serial  numbers  of  small  arms,  which 
will  be  due  March  1.

2.  This  combined  report  should  be  prepared  in  triplicate  by 
all  organizations  having  ordnance  supplies  and  small  arms  of  the 
kind  listed  and  submitted  in  duplicate  to  the  United  States  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  State  within  five  days  after 
March  1,  1924. 

3.  Similar  reports  (Form  0.0.  87-C)  should  be  submitted  by 
the  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  covering  stores  or  arms  in 
storage  under  his  direct  .supervision. 

4.  The  small  arms  referred  to  above,  for  which  a  list  of  serial 
numbers  thereof  is  required,  are  as  follows : 

U.  S.  rifle,  caliber  .30  M1903  and  M1917 
Colt  automatic  pistol,  caliber  .45  M1911 
Colt  and  S.  &  W.  revolver,  caliber  .45  M1917 
Browning  automatic  rifle,  caliber  .30  M1918 
Shot  guns  (all  types) 

The  ordnance  supplies  (other  than  fire  arms)  referred  to  are  listed 
on  O.  O.  Form  86  "List  of  Principal  Ordnance  Supplies".  The 
reports  by  organizations  are  to  be  prepared  on  O.  O.  Form  87-A 
and  87 -B.  The  "serial  numbers  of  fire  arms"  report  will  be 
written  on  ordinary  letter  size  paper  and  attached  to  O.  O.  Form 
87-A  and  87-B. 
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5.  The  Militia  Bureau  and  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance 
are  both  desirous  of  having  this  report  rendered  but  once  a  year 
by  the  National  Guard,  (thereby  cutting  down  paper  work),  but 
such  action  depends  on  the  acquisition  by  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment of  complete  information  from  all  organizations  and  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officers  as  of  one  and  the  same  date.  To 
be  accurate,  and  of  unquestioned  value  for  the  purpose  intended, 
it  is  obvious  that  all  reports  must  be  received,  and  all  must  be 
made  of  the  property  on  hand  on  the  same  date.  If  this  be 
accomplished  by  the  March  1st  reports,  immediate  action  will  be 
initiated  to  dispense  with  the  reports  required  to  be  rendered  on 
September  1st  of  each  year. 

6.  It  is  therefore  urged  that  all  concerned  submit  the  March 
1st  reports  promptly  and  that  painstaking  attention  be  given  to 
their  correctness. 

7.  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  are  directed 
to  check  the  receipt  of  the  reports,  follow  up  on  any  delinquent, 
and  to  forward  them  with  his  own  report  promptly  to  Corps  Area 
Ordnance  Officers,  for  consolidation  in  that  office. 

8.  Blank  form  for  the  March  1024  reports — with  instructions 
for  their  use  and  rendition  printed  thereon — are  being  sent  out  by 
the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  to  the  Ordnance  Officers  of  the 
several  Corps  Areas  for  distribution  through  the  Adjutants  Gen- 
eral of  the  States.  When  distributed  to  organizations  by  the 
several  Adjutants  General,  attention  of  all  concerned  should  be 
called  to  the  importance  of  submitting  this  report  promptly,  and 
advised  of  the  contemplated  action  of  the  Bureau  in  cr.se  full, 
complete  and  accurate  reports  are  received  for  the  March  1  period.

1  A  mimeographed  letter  dated  April  3,  1924,  relative  to  mea- 
sures for  protection  of  Federal  property,  was  transmitted  to  all 
unit  commanders  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  and  the 
contents  of  this  letter  is  re-issued  and  published  for  the  informa- 
tion of  all  concerned,  viz: 

•i  The  attention  of  all  unit  commanders  is  invited 
to  Paragraphs  797.  798,  799,  801,  and  803,  National 
Guard  Regulations  1922,  as  changed  by  Changes  No. 
1°  dated  March  15.  1924.  These  changes  are  being 
mailed  by  the  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  to 
all  unit  commanders  and  refer  to  measures  to  be  taken, 
for  the  proper  protection  of  Federal  property. 

b.  Attention  is  particularly  invited  to  Paragraph  801 
which  requires  organizations  of  the  National  Guard,  un- 
less they  are  serving  in  the  field,  to  store  the  property 
issued  to  them  in  the  armories  or  buildings  provided  for 
that  purpose.  Strict  compliance  with  this  regulation 
will  materially  reduce  the  number  of  Reports  of  Survey 

for  personal  equipment.  _^ 

c.  Attention  is  further  invited  to  the  requirements  of 
the  other  paragraphs  referred  to  regarding  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  field  glasses  and  small  arms,  particularly  pistols- 
and  revolvers,  at  home  station  and  in  camp. 

d.  If  arm  racks  and  arm  lockers  have  not  been  issued 
the  unit  commander  will  arrange  for  the  procurement  of 
strong  chests,  lockers,  or  boxes,  with  hinges  and  hasps 
securely  fastened  on  the  inside  by  screws  or  preferably 
by  bolts  (if  by  bolts  the  nut  and  thread  end  to  be  inside), 
these  to  be  locked  by  substantial  padlocks  and  the  keys 
to  be  kept  in  possession  of  the  officer  responsible  for  the 
property  at  all  times.  These  chests,  lockers  or  boxes  will 
be  locked  in  the  supply  or  store  room. 

e.  Any  expenses  incurred  in  procuring  these  chests, 
lockers  or  boxes  is  authorized  to  be  paid  from  Annual 
Allowance  funds. 

2.  Paragraph  3.  Bulletin  No.  1.  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s.,  published  an 
indorsement  of  the  Finance  Officer.  U.  S.  A.,  to  which  some 
exception  was  taken,  and  under  date  of  February  23,  1924,  the 
Finance  Officer  qualified  his  previous  indorsement  of  January  12,. 
1924,  as  follows:

1.  The  opinion  contained  in  cover  letter  is  correct  and  this 
office  is  in  error  as  to  the  minimum  of  50  enlisted  men.  The  in- 
formation contained  in  2nd  indorsement  from  this  office  referred. 
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to  above  was  taken  from  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General 
dated  February  24,  1923.  However,  changes  Ncs.  3  and  9, 
National  Guard  Regulations  published  subsequent  to  that  date 
require  that  after  6  months  the  organization  must  be  maintained 
at  not  less  than  10%  below  65  enlisted  men  (59  enlisted  men) 
to  entitle  the  officers  to  armory  drill  pay. 


3.  The  following  communication  of  The  Adjutant  General's 
Office,  War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C..  defining  policy  as 
to  detail  of  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  is  published  for  the 
information  of  the  National  Guard :

The  Secretary  cf  War  revokes  the  policy  contained  in  letter 
from  this  office  dated  May  3,  1923,  (AG  210.65  427-23)  relative 
to  the  above  subject,  and  directs  that  the  following  be  the 
policy : 

(a)  A  regular  army  officer  of  the  active  list,  commis- 
sioned in  the  National  Guard,  may  not  legally  receive  the 
pay  and  allowances  authorized  for  National  Guard  offi- 
cers by  Sections  94,  97,  99  and  109,  National  Defense 

Act. 

(b)  Federal  laws  do  not  prohibit  a  regular  army 
officer  on  the  active  list,  commissioned  in  the  National 
Guard,  from  receiving  the  pay  and  allowances  authorized 
for  National  Guard  officers  from  the  funds  cf  the  state 
or  territory  in  which  he  is  commissioned. 

(c)  A  regular  army  officer  on  the  active  list  who 
holds  a  commission  in  the  National  Guard  of  any  state 
or  territory  as  provided  for  in  Section  100  of  the  Nation- 
al Defense  Act  may  accept  for  the  performance  of  the 
normal  duties  of  such  grade  the  ordinary  pay  authorized 
by  such  state  or  territory  for  other  National  Guard 
officers  of  like  grade ;  but  no  officer  of  the  Regular  Army 
on  the  active  list  will  be  permitted  to  accept  any  detail 
or  assignment  not  included  in  the  normal  duties  of  his 
grade  in  the  National  Guard  if  additional  compensation 
in  any  form  or  from  any  source  shall  thereby  accrue  to 
him  presently  cr  in  the  future  as  a  consequence  of  such 
detail  or  assignment.

3.  This  table  supersedes  T.  O.  98  P  and  also  the  modified 
table  for  a  wagon  company  heretofore  issued  by  the  Militia  Bureau. 
Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  enlisted  personnel  render- 
ed surplus  by  this  reduction  in  the  prescribed  strength  of  a 
wagon  company  may  be  retained  for  one  year  from  February 
24,  1923.  This  point  is  covered  by  paragraph  110,  N.  G.  Regula- 
tions, as  amended  by  Changes  No.  3,  N.  G.  Regs.,  1923.

ISSUE  OF  MILITIA  BUREAU  NUMBERED  CIRCULARS 

1.  The  issue  of  "Circular  Letters"  by  the  Militia  Bureau 
is  discontinued. 

2.  In  the  future  subject  matter  heretofore  contained  in  Cir- 
cular Letters  will  be  published  in  a  series  of  "Circulars",  num- 
bered serially  for  each  calendar  year. 

This  series  will  be  subdivided  according  to  distribution  required 
by  the  capital  letters  "A"  and  "B".  Those  published  requiring 
the  larger  distribution  will  bear  the  letter  "A"  followed  by  a 
sub-serial  number  as  indicated  by  the  heading  of  this  circular. 
The  "B"  series  will  include  those  circulars  for  which  a  limited  or 
special  distribution  only  is  necessary. 

Thus  certain  offices  will  always  receive  both  "A"  and  l'B" 
and  the  numerical  sequence  of  circulars  should  be  unbroken  for 
such  offices.  Other  (subordinate)  offices  will  receive  only  the 
"A"  series,  and  the  sequence  of  sub-numbers  should  be  unbroken 
for  such  offices.  The  addition  of  the  sub-number  to  the  "A" 
series  will  indicate  to  organizations,  not  included  iu  the  distri- 
bution of  the  "B"  series  whether  or  not  their  files  are  complete. 
To  illustrate :  This  circular  (A-l)  is  furnished  for  files  indicated 
in  paragraph  3.  The  next  circualr  to  be  issued  (Circular  No.  2) 
might  be  a  "B"  series  and  not  received  in  certain  subordinate 
offices;  a  subsequent  issue  (Circular  No.  3)  would  again  be  "A" 
but  would  be  indexed  as  "Circular  No.  3,  A-2".

LEASES  AND  ALLOWANCES  FOR  TARGET  RANGES. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  the  announcement  of  a  policy 
governing  National  Guard  target  range  leases,  construction,  and 
all  allowances  therefor,  as  follows : 

(a)  Leases  for  National  Guard  target  ranges  at  home 
stations  will  not  be  authorized  for  a  period  of  less  than 
three  years,  and  they  will  not  be  subject  to  termination 
at  the  option  of  the  lessor  except  with  the  consent  of  the 
lessee,  and  then  only  upon  the  return  of  50%  of  the  rent- 
al moneys  already  paid. 

(b)  The  Militia  Bureau  will  approve  leases  and  au- 
thorize in  the  name  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  expen- 
diture of  funds  for  the  rental,  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  target  ranges,  including  600  yards  range,  as 
prescribed  below.  The  leases  to  run  for  not  less  than  three 
years  and  not  to  exceed  the  costs  authorized  herein.

Not  to  exceed  50%  of  the  above  amounts  may  be  ex- 
pended during  the  first  year  of  the  lease  for  rental  and 
construction.

(c)  Machine  gun  and  howitzer  (37-mm)  units  are  au- 
thorized a  20%  increase  over  the  amounts  in  b  above  for 
standard  ranges,  where  a  larger  area  is  required  (see  d 
below).  Machine  gun  units  are  authorized  one  (1)  slid- 
ing and  one  (1)  lOOO  inch  target  per  company. 

(d)  For  machine  gun  1000  inch  ranges  where  stand- 
ard ranges  are  not  available  or  required,  and  for  all  pis- 
tol ranges,  leases  will  be  executed  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  three  years  as  provided  in  a  and  b  above,  and  the 
allowances  for  rentals  and  construction  will  not  exceed 
50%  of  the  amounts  authorized  in  b  above. 

(e)  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  three  year  leases,  they 
may  be  renewed  or  extended  and  an  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed 30%  of  the  three-year  totals  provided  in  b,  o  and  d 
above  will  be  authorized  for  rental  and  repairs  for  each 
subsequent  year  of  the  lease  thereafter. 
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(f)  Leases  will  be  authorized  for  periods  preferably 
in  excess  of  three  years,  and  an  allowance  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed 30%  of  the  three-year  totals  provided  in  6,  c  and  d 
above  will  be  authorized  for  each  subsequent  year  there- 
after for  rental  and  repairs.  It  is  desired  that  leases  be 
made  for  the  longest  time  possible,  under  the  most  favor- 
able terms,  and  with  option  for  extension  if  possible. 

(g)  (1)  All  projects  having  more  units  and  calling 
for  a  greater  number  of  targets  than  listed  in  6  above, 
desired  for  installation  on  land  leased  for  three  or  more- 
years  will  be  submitted  separately. 

(2)  All  projects  and  plans  for  the  development 
of  target  ranges  on  land  owned,  or  controlled  through  long^ 
leases,  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  States  or  organiza- 
tions, will  be  submitted  separately,  and  their  individual 
needs  considered  with  a  due  regard  for  the  number  of 
troops  to  be  served  and  the  cost  and  permanency  thereof. 

2.  All  projects  and  their  estimates  with  a  total  annual  cost  of 
not  exceeding  .$500.00,  including  rentals,  may  be  submitted  to  the 
Bureau  at  the  convenience  of  the  States. 

3.  All  projects  and  estimates  exceeding  an  annual  cost  of  $500.00 
for  all  purposes,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Bureau  in  such  time 
that  they  may  be  returned  to  the  States  for  additional  information, 
if  desired,  in  order  that  the  Militia  Bureau  may  be  able  to  submit 
the  completed  estimates  on  January  first  each  year  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  his  action. 

4.  In  conenction  with  projects  (par.  3),  costing  in  excess  of 
$500.00,  States  should  include  in  their  estimates  a  brief  history 
of  the  range :  Stating  the  area,  whether  Federal  or  State-owned, 
or  leased :  for  how  long,  length  of  option  for  renewal,  if  any.  a-, 
mount  previously  expended  by  Government  or  State  for  acquisition, 
and  cost  of  all  improvements  :  number  of  troops  to  be  accommodated, 
and  all  information  that  will  assist  in  the  consideration  of  the 
projects. 

5.  Lease  will  be  executed  in  quadruplicate,  on  M.B.  Form  No. 
17  (Authorized  January  29,  1920).  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
with  his  own  signature.  The  leases  will  be  submitted  with  the  de- 
tailed estimates,  accompanied  by  a  map  or  ink  sketch  showing 
location  of  range  with  reference  to  troops  or  towns  using  it. 

6.  Instructors,  preferably  during  visits  of  instruction,  w-iil  in- 
vestigate proposed  ranges  and  report  on  the  following : 

(a)  Necessity  for  range  at  the  particular  place. 

(b)  Convenience  of  location  for  the  troops  w,ho  will  use  it. 

(c)  Number  of  units — and  troops — to  be  accommodated. 

(d)  Comparison  of  rental  asked  with  rentals  in  same 
locality. 

(e)  Suitability  of  land  for  use  as  a  target  range. 

(f)  Approximate  estimate  of  cost  of  preparing  range  for 
use. 

(g)  Liability  of  injunctions  against  the  use  of  the  range. 

(h)  Any  other  pertinent  information. 

7.  The  target  ranges  at  training  camps  should  be  provided  for 
in  the  estimates  for  preparation  of  camp  sites  for  field  training 
whenever  they  are  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose,  as  the  pro-

visions  and  allowances  herein  are  intended  primarily  to  provide 
ranges  for  troops  at  or  near  their  home  stations  when  practicable 
and  funds  are  available. 

8.  The  above  allowances  are  not  intended  to  prohibit  the 
States  in  any  way  from  adding  additional  facilities  or  expending 
greater  sums,  providing  they  are  met  from  funds  other  than  Fede- 
ral. The  amount  of  funds  herein  are  all  that  can  be  allowed 
under  existing  appropriations.  The  use  of  concrete  and  other  ex- 
pensive construction,  and  the  construction  of  mess  halls  and  other 
facilities  on  short  term  leased  ranges  is  not  approved  by  the  War 
Department. 

9.  All  estimates  and  requests  will  be  subm'tted  in  itemized  de- 
tail through  the  Corps  Area  Commander  for  his  recommendation.

I — Settlement  of  transportation  accounts.  In  order  to  facili- 
tate settlement  of  transportation  bills  and  eliminate  correspon- 
dence, the  following  details  should  be  observed  by  all  National 
Guard  Officers  issuing  bills  of  lading  and  transportation  requests : 

1.  Passenger  traffic,  a.  Transportation  should  be  furnished 
in  accordance  with  Army  Regulations— 30-910,  920,  925,  930,  935 
and  945  and  routing  instructions  published  in  O.  Q.  M.  G.  Cir. 
No.  2,  January  16,  1923,  and  corrections  to  or  reissues  thereof. 
Special  attention  should  be  given  to 
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(1)  The  use  of  transportation  requests  in  all  cases 
where  practicable  instead  of  memorandum  receipts,  certifi- 
cates, etc. 

(2)  The  use  of  War  Department  transportation  re- 
quests in  all  cases  where  accounts  are  paid  by  the  Army 
Finance  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. 

(3)  The  issuance  of  round  trip  transportation  requests 
whenever  round  trip  rates  are  in  effect. 

(4)  The  avoidance  of  the  many  discrepancies  in  the 
number  of  persons  actually  transported,  and  the  number 
called  for  by  transportation  requests. 

(5)  Prompt  forwarding  to  the  Finance  Officer,  U.  S. 
Army,  Washington,  D.  C.  of  memorandum  copies  of  trans- 
portation requests  on  date  issued. 

(6)  Routing  of  transportation  requests  via  economi- 
cal routes. 

(7)  Avoiding  of  issuance  of  transportation  requests 
for  sleeping  and  parlor  car  accommodations  in  excess  of  that 
authorized  by  regulations. 

(8)  Prompt  transmission  to  the  Militia  Bureau  of 
cancelled  transportation  requests. 

(9)  Furnishing  the  Militia  Bureau  with  two  copies 
of  all  bids  or  contracts  affecting  the  settlement  of  bills. 

(10)  Showing  on  the  face  of  transportation  requests 
complete  routing  from  points  of  origan  to  destination, 
including  the  initials  of  .carriers  and  the  gateways  or 
junctions. 

(11)  Filling  in  the  blanks  on  face  of  transportation 
requests  describing  class  of  sleeping  and  parlor  car  accom- 
modations required. 

(12)  Showing  separately  on  the  back  of  transporta- 
tion requests  under  special  departmental  instructions  the 
number  of  officers  and  men  traveling. 

h.  In  connection  with  (4)  and  (5)  above,  transporta- 
tion requests  should  be  issued  and  completed  by  the  U. 
S.  Property  Disbursing  Officer,  with  the  exception  of  the 
number  of  men  to  be  transported.  When  this  informa- 
tion is  not  in  their  possession,  the  original  transporta- 
tion requests  should  be  forwarded  to  organization  com- 
manders and  memorandum  copies  retained  in  the  hands  of 
the  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  The  organiza- 
tion commander  should  be  required  to  fill  in  the  number 
of  men  on  the  original  transportation  request,  and  re- 
port to  the  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  the  number 
so  inserted  by  certificate,  substantially  in  the  same  form 
as  provided  in  Paragraph  3518,  Q.  M.  Manual,  the  latter 
to  then  complete  memorandum  copies  and  send  to  the 
Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  Washington. 

(c)  The  use  of  .special  cars  and  trains  for  a  small 
number  of  persons,  particularly  on  electric  railways, 
should  be  avoided.  These  movements  can  be  handled  on 
reguular  trains  and  at  much  smaller  expense. 
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Freight  traffic,  a.  The  procedure  governing  the  is- 
suance of  bills  of  lading  covering  transportation  of  freight 
to  and  from  encampments  can  be  obtained  from  the  fol- 
lowing Army  Regulations  dated  June  1,  1923:

Decision  of  Comptroller  General,  Review  4564,  August 
30,  1923. 

6.    Particular  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  following  details: 

(1)  All  shipments  should  be  on  regular  serial  number- 
ed bill  of  lading  forms  issued  by  the  War  Department. 
The  practice  of  making  shipments  on  bills  of  lading  with- 
out numbers  and  on  State  bill  of  lading  forms  is  unau- 
thorized. 

c.  In  connection  with  the  provision  covering  Military  Impedi- 
menta in  Item  17,  Page  293  of  Consolidated  Freight  Classifica- 
tion No.  3,  The  Comptroller  General  in  Review  No.  4564,  Au- 
gust 30,  1923,  held: 

"This  provision  for  transporting  military  impedimenta 
may  be  applicable  when  it  operates  as  a  reduction  in 
rates  to  the  United  States  and  may  be  used  in  determin- 
ing the  maximum  amount  which  may  be  allowed  for  such 
transportation,  but  cannot  be  used  as  a  basis  for  charg- 
ing the  Government  an  excess  over  what  would  be  charged 
other  shippers  for  the  same  class  of  service.  When  traffic 
provisions  authorize  different  rates  which  may  be  appli- 
cable for  the  same  service,  the  shipper  is  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  lower  rate  and  the  Government  is  entitled 
to  the  same  consideration  as  other  shippers." 

This  decision  which  has  been  subsequently  reaffirmed  in  several 
instances  makes  it  necessary  that  each  bill  of  lading  show : 

(1)  The  various  items  and  the  separate  actual  weights 
thereon  composing  the  property  shipped. 

(2)  Whether  car  was  ordered  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
shipment ;  and  if  not,  that  fact  should  be  shown  on  bill  of 
lading. 

(3)  Whether  any  other  shipments  were  loaded  in  car 
enroute ;  if  so,  the  bill  of  lading  reference  covering. 
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(4)  Whether  any  free,  checkable  baggage  was  loaded 
in  car ;  if  so,  the  approximate  weight  thereof. 

(5)  Whether  150  lbs.  per  capita,  checkable  baggage 
was  transported  free  with  troops  and  not  listed  on  bill  of 
lad'ng. 

(6)  The  length  of  cars  ordered,  and  when  larger  cars 
furnished  state  whether  for  carriers  convenience. 

(7)  The  number  of  animals  loaded  in  each  car. 

(8)  The  number  and  names  of  attendants  carried  free 
with  each  shipment  of  animals,  and  not  included  in  trans- 
portation request  issued  for  movement  of  troops. 

(9)  Contents  of  each  car  should  be  shown.  The  state- 
ment that  "this  shipment  leaded  in  B&O  cars  49670.  48532 
and  29643''  will  serve  no  useful  purpose,  as  it  will  be 
necessary  to  show  what  property  was  loaded  in  each  car. 

(10)  Like  property  and  articles  of  similar  character 
should  be  loaded  together  in  order  that  lowest  charge 
may  be  applied  in  settlement  of  freight  charges. 

(11)  The  use  of  cars  of  greater  capacity  than  ac- 
tually required  usually  increases  cost,  therefore,  the  neces- 
sity of  use  of  cars  in  excess  of  36  feet  in  length  should  be 
stated. 

(12)  Shipments  should  he  properly  described  on  bill 
of  lading  by  commercial  names,  (not  equipage  or  impedi- 
menta, one  car  of  military  impedimenta,  weight  24000 
lbs.,  etc.)  and  show  whether  packed  in  boxes,  barrels, 
bales,  bundles  or  loose,  etc.,  and  if  the  same  articles  are 
shipped  in  different  kinds  of  packages,  the  separate  weights 
of  each  kind  of  package  should  be  shown. 

(13)  The  weight  of  two  or  more  classes  of  property  or 
kind  of  packages  should  never  be  lumped. 

(14)  A  package  containing  more  than  one  class  of 
property  must  be  rated  at  highest  class  applicable  to  any 
property  contained  in  the  package,  therefore,  property  tak- 
ing a  high  class  should  not  be  shipped  in  same  package 
with  low  class  freight. 

(15)  Where  live  stock  is  included  in  shipment  and 
feed  is  supplied  by  carrier  enroute ;  or  if  bedding  is  placed 
in  car  by  carrier  under  direction  of  shipping  officer  for 
which  a  bill  will  be  rendered  in  connection  with  the 
freight  charges,  the  shipping  officer  should  issue  certifi- 
cate in  duplicate,  giving  bill  of  lading  reference,  setting 
forth  quantity  of  feed  furnished  or  the  special  service 
requested,  and  rendered  by  carrier  and  the  charge  there- 
for, together  with  the  statement  that  it  is  properly  pay- 
able from  Militia  funds.  One  copy  of  certificate  to  be  at- 
tached to  original  bill  of  lading  wheu  surrendered  to  car- 
rier's agent  at  destination  and  the  other  copy  to  be  mail- 
ed to  Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  Washington,  D.  C. 
to  be  attached  to  the  memorandum  bill  of  lading. 

(16)  Federal  funds  are  not  available  for  storage  or 
demurrage  charges.  The  State  authorities  should  pay  all 
storage  charges  at  the  time  shipment  is  received  that  may 
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have  accrued  on  account  of  failure  to  remove  property 
from  the  carrier's  possession.  Absence  of  the  organiza- 
tion at  encampment  does  not  obligate  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  pay  these  charges.  In  such  cases  arrangements 
should  be  made  to  receive  and  care  for  the  property  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  the  organization  from  its  home  station. 
(MB  353.4-Gen.-2) 

II — Minimum  strength  of  units  attending  camps. 

1.  The  waiver  of  the  requirements  for  the  minimum  strength 
of  organizations  and  for  attendance  at  camp  as  published  in  Mili- 
tia Bureau  Circular  Letter  No.  62,  1923,  for  the  period  April 
1st  to  September  30,  1923,  is  not  to  be  continued  this  season. 

2.  It  is  believed  that  the  National  Guard  is  now  so  firmly  es- 
tablished and  organized  as  to  warrant  its  being  held  strictly  to 
the  requirements  of  the  National  Guard  Regulations,  and,  ac- 
cordingly, Paragraphs  110  and  932.  National  Guard  Regulations, 
as  changed  by  Changes  No.  3  and  4,  respectively,  will  govern. 
(MB  354.1-Gen.-5) 

III — Strength  of  wagon  companies.  National  Guard. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  a  general  exception  to 
the  tables  of  organization  whereby  an  enrollment  of  50  enlisted 
men  is  prescribed  for  the  recognition,  maintenance  and  peace 
strength  of  National  Guard  wagon  .companies.  Under  this  au- 
thority the  Militia  Bureau  has  issued  a  table  of  organization 
dated  February  23,  1924. 

This  table  supersedes  T.  O.  98-P  which  hei-etofore  governed  the 
peace  strength  of  this  organization  and  the  mimeographed  tables 
heretofore  issued  by  the  Militia  Bureau  governing  the  recogni- 
tion and  the  maintenance  strengths. 

An  additional  second  lieutenant  for  the  wagon  company  is  also 
authorized  under  this  general  exception. 

In  accordance  with  National  Guard  Regulations,  the  enlisted 
personnel  rendered  isurplus  by  this  reduction  in  the  authorized 
strength  of  the  organization  may  be  retained  for  one  year  from 
February  23,  1924.

NOTE  1. — The  allowances  for  all  ammunition  not  fixed  include  pro- 
pelling charges  and  primers.  Each  battery  is  allowed  100  addi- 
tional drill  primers  and  50  additional  electric  primers  and  the 
material  for  reloading  drill  primers. 

2.  The  instructions  regulating  the  expenditure  of  sea-coast 
ammunition  as  published  in  Militia  Bureau  Training  Circular  No.

To :  Commanding  Officers  of  Organizations  and  Units  of 

the   Pennsylvania   National  Guard. 

1.  It  is  necessary  for  The  Adjutant-General  to  render  a  Report 
of  Small  Arms  Firing  to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  the  Season  ending 
November  30,  1923,  as  required  by  Paragraph  479,  National  Guard 
Regulations,  1922. 

2.  Attention  is  invited  to  Par.  6,  G.  O.  No.  5,  Hq.  28th 
Div.,  series  1923,  which  refers  to  the  rendition  of  Annual  Reports 
of  Small  Arms  Firing  for  the  Season  1923,  and  strict  compliance 
therewith  without  further  delay  is  absolutely  essential. 

3.  Regimental  and  similar  organization  commanders  will  render 
reports  on  A.  G.  O.  Forms  as  follows : 

No.  506,  Consolidated  regimental  report  of  classification, 
rifle  firing. 

No.  507,  Consolidated  regimental  report  of  classification, 
pistol  firing. 

If  any  of  the  units  of  an  organization  failed  to  practice 
or  have  no  qualifications  in  a  decorative  class  a  notation  to 
this  effect  will  be  entered  on  the  regimental  report. 

4.  Commanding  Officers  of  all  companies,  troops,  batteries  and 
detachments  will  render  reports  on  A.  G.  O.  Forms  as  follows: 

No.  307,  Report  of  individual  classification  in  rifle  practice. 
No.  308,  Report  of  individual  classification  in  pistol  prac- 
tice. 

These  reports  will  include  only  the  names  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men  qualifying  in  a  decorative  class,  that  is,  Expert 
Rifleman,  Sharpshooter  and  Marksman,  and  Pistol  Expert, 
Sharpshooter  and  Marksman. 
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5.  Many  of  the  regimental  and  unit  commanders  have  made 
requisition  iand  have  been  supplied  with  necessary  blank  forms, 
and  these  forms  will  be  promptly  supplied  all  officers  making 
requisition  for  same. 

6.  The  new  style  Badges,  Expert,  Basic,  have  been  received, 
and  will  be  promptly  issued  upon  receipt  of  reports  of  unit  com- 
manders. 

7.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  enclosed  memorandum  which 
refers  to  the  method  of  calculating  the  "Aggregate  Score  %"  for 
qualifications  with  pistol  or  revolver. 

8.  It  is  desired  that  all  reports  be  completed  and  forwarded 
so  as  to  reach  The  Adjutant-General  not  later  than  May  1,  1924.

METHOD  OF  CALCULATING  INDIVIDUAL  CLASSIFICA- 
TION IN  PISTOL  PRACTICE. 

1.  On  February  12,  1924,  the  Militia  Bureau  issued  instruc- 
tions to  correct  Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  308,  Report  of  Individual 
Classification  in  Pistol  Practice,  by  changing  the  column  headed 
"Aggregate  Score"  to  read  "Aggregate  Score  %"  by  typing  or 
writing  in  the  percent  sign  after  the  word  "Score". 

2.  The  aggregate  score  of  each  individual  will  be  reported  in 
percentage  and  not  the  total  score. 

3.  A  score  with  an  automatic  pistol  is  a  string  of  7  consecu- 
tive shots,  and  with  a  revolver  a  string  of  5  consecutive  shots. 

4.  Paragraph  74,  Pistol  Marksmanship,  1920,  as  changed  by 
Changes  No.  3  for  Record  Practice  requires  a  total  of  70  shoLS 
to  be  fired  for  qualification  with  an  automatic  pistol,  and  50  shols 
for  qualification  with  a  revolver. 

5.  Tables  V,  VI  and  VII,  shown  on  page  48,  Pistol  Marksman- 
ship, show  the  number  of  scores  required  for  Slow,  Rapid  and 
Quick  Fire. 

6.  Each  shot  fired  under  Tables  V  and  VI  has  a  possible  value 
of  10,  and  under  Table  VII  a  possible  value  of  1. 

7.  The  possible  total  value  of  scores  when  an  automatic  pistol 
is  used  for  qualifying  under  Table  V  is  140,  Table  VI  is  280, 
and  Table  VII  is  28. 

8.  The  possible  total  value  of  scores  when  a  revolver  is  used 
for  qualifying  under  Table  V  is  100,  Table  VI  is  200,  and  Table 
VII  is  20. 

9.  Paragraph  119,  Pistol  Marksmanship,  explains  the  method 
of  calculating  classification  for  Pistol  Record  Practice,  dismounted. 
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10.  For  example,  a  soldier  qualifying  with  an  automatic  pistol 
lias  a  total  score  under  Table  V  of  121.  Table  VI  of  243.  and 
Table  VII  of  23,  the  "Aggregate  Score  %"  is  calculated  as  follows : 


121  (actual  score)  divided  by  140  (possible  score)   80.42, 

243  (actual  score)  divided  by  280  (possible  score)   86.78, 

23  (actual  score)  divided  by    28  (possible  score)   82.14, 

Total  percentage  on  Tables  V,  VI  and  VII  255.34, 


The  average  percentage  on  Tables  V,  VI  and  VII  is  1/3  of 
255.34,  or  85.11.  which  is  the  "Aggregate  Score  %",  and,  being 
in  excess  of  80  %,  qualifies  the  soldier  as  a  "Pistol  Expert". 

11.  Or,  a  soldier  qualifying  with  a  revolver  has  a  total  score 
under  Table  V,  of  84,  Table  VI  of  165,  and  Table  VII  of  17, 
the  "Aggregate  Score  %"  -is  calculated  as  follows: 


84  (actual  score)  divided  by  100  (possible  score)   84.00 

165  (actual  score)  divided  by  200  (possible  score)   82.50 

17  (actual  score)  divided  by    20  (possible  score)   85.00 


Total   percentage   on   Table  V,  VI  and  VII,   251.50 


The  average  percentage  on  Tables  V.  VI  and  VII  is  1/3  of 
251.50,  or  83.83,  which  is  the  "Aggregate  Score  %",  and,  being 
in  excess  of  80%,  qualifies  the  soldier  as  a  "Pistol  Expert"

I.  Strength  of  Hand  Section.?.  1.  Under  the  modified  tables  of 
organization  issued  by  the  Militia  Bureau,  Band  Sections  with 
reduced  strengths  are  authorized  for  certain  units.  Ordinarily 
the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Band  Section  authorized  for  a  50- 
man  Service  Company  is  19 ;  that  for  a  65-man  Service  Company 
is  24.  These  figures  are  the  minimum  that  the  Band  Sections 
should  enroll  at  the  recognition  and  maintenance  strength  levels, 
respectively,  but  these  Sections  are  not  restricted  to  such  figures. 
Since  the  Comptroller  General  has  ruled  that  Band  Sections  may 
be  considered  'as  separate  organizations  so  far  as  concerns  their 
pay,  these  Sections  may  be  enrolled  to  their  maximum  authorized 
peace  strength,  including  noncommissioned  officers  and  specialists, 
whenever  desired  by  the  State  authorities.  This  action  may  be 
taken  under  the  condition  that  the  increase  in  the  strength  of  the 
Band  Section  shall  not  reduce  the  maintenance  strength  pre- 
scribed for  the  remainder  of  the  Service  Company. 
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2.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  thnt  the  nctual  strength 
of  the  Service  Company,  inclusive  o£  the  ''and  Section,  must  not 
be  less  than  the  minimum  maintenance  strength  prescribed  for 
the  entire  organization  :  otherwise  the  officers  will  not  be  entitled 
to  armory  drill  pay.    (M.  B.  325.44  Gen'l) 

II.  Vouchers  to  Accounts  Current.  1.  At  the  request  of  the 
Militia  Bureau,  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  St.ites 
on  March  10,  1924,  approved  the  discontinuance  of  the  practice 
of  briefing  vouchers.  Effective  April  1,  1924,  each  voucher,  in- 
cluding pay  rolls  of  enlisted  men  and  pay  rolls  of  civilian  em- 
ployees, will  show  on  its  face  the  date  of  payment,  voucher 
number,  and  the  name,  designation,  and  station  of  the  disbursing 
officer.    No  further  briefing  of  vouchers  is  required. 

2.  Particular  emphasis  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
cedure authorized  herein  does  not  pertain  to  payrolls  for  enmps 
of  instruction  or  armory  drill,  since  page  one  of  the  set-up  of 
these  forms  is  not  considered  as  a  brief.    (M.  B.  132.1  Gen'l) 

III.  Issue  of  Carrier  Pigeons.  1.  In  connection  with  Militia 
Bureau  Circular  Letter  No.  71,  1921,  there  are  at  present  avail- 
able for  issue  13  pairs  of  carrier  pigeons,  of  the  same  type  of 
birds  as  described  therein. 

2.  States  desiring  all  or  any  of  these  pigeons  for  training 
purposes  should  submit  requisitions  for  same  to  the  Militia 
Bureau.  Distribution  will  be  made  with  a  view  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  service  and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  Circular  Letter  referred  to  above. 

3.  Requisitions  should  state  destinations  to  which  the  birds 
should  be  shipped.    (M.  B.  454.8  Gen'l)

Ill    NUMERICAL    DESIGNATIONS    OF  COAST 
ARTILLERY  UNITS. 

1.  Rental  allowances  of  National  Guard  Officers.  The  Com- 
troller  General  of  the  United  States  in  reviewing  his  decision  of 
March  23,  1923,  regarding  the  payment  of  rental  allowances  to 
National  Guard  and  Reserve  Officers,  under  date  of  March  22, 
1924,  held  as  follows: 
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"Claimant  was  on  active  duty  for  _r.be  purpose  of  attending  a 
course  of  instruction  at  a  service  school  under  the  authority  and 
subject  to  the  limitation  contained  in  the  War  Department  ap- 
propriation act  of  June  30,  1922,  42  Stat.,  723,  and  the  claim 
is  asserted  under  sections  6  and  14  of  act  of  Juno  10,  1922,  42 
Stat.,  628  and  631,  the  first  providing  a  rental  allowance  for, 
among  others,  officers  of  the  Army  "if  public  quarters  are  not 
available",  and  the  latter  providing : 

"That  officers  of  the  National  Guard  receiving  Federal 
pay,  except  for  armory  drill,  and  reserve  officers  of  any 
of  the  services  mentioned  in  the  title  of  this  Act  while 
in  active  duty  shall  receive  the  allowances  herein  pre- 
scribed for  officers  of  the  regular  services  in  sections  5 
and  6  of  this  Act.  ************ 

The  latter  provision  was. held  to  authorize  the  rental  allowance 
only  under  the  conditions  it  would1  accrue  to  an  officer  of  the 
Regular  Army,  2  Comp.  Gen.,  241  and  243 ;  and  with  respect 
to  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Ai-my,  if  publLc  quarters  are  avail- 
able and  contain  a  less  number  of  rooms  that  the  maximum 
authorized  by  law  for  his  rank,  that  there  is  no  right  to  the 
rental  allowance,  2  Comp.  Gen.,  47,  117  and  437.  The  rule  so 
announced  with  respect  to  officers  of  the  regular  services  was 
applied  to  officers  of  the  National  Guard  when  attending  service 
schools  of  the  Army  under  section  99  of  the  National  Defense 
Act  as  amended  by  the  act  of  September  22.  1922,  42  Stat.,  1035. 
Decision  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  October  30,  1922,  14  MS.  Comp. 
Gen.,  2047  ;  2  Comp.  Gen.  406. 

In  the  present  ease  quarters  for  the  claimant's  personal  use 
were  assigned  him ;  as,  however,  he  was  accompanied  by  his 
family  he  did  not  utilize  them,  and  claim  he  was  not  informed 
of  the  assignment  until  shortly  before  his  relief  from  active  duty. 
A  letter  of  November  23,  1923,  from  the  commandant  of  the  In- 
fantry School  contains  the  statement  "it  was  not  possible  to 
furnish  Government  quarters  at  this  station  for  dependents  of 
National  Guard  Officers  and  Otncers  of  the  Reserve  Corps  who 
were  students  at  the  Infantry  School  during  the  school  year 
1922-1923".  Public  quarters  were  not,  therefore,  available  for  the 
officer  and  his  dependents,  but  were  available  for  the  officer  him- 
self. A  regular  Army  officer  in  this  situation,  under  the  act  of 
June  10,  1922,  would  not  be  entitled  to  the  rental  allowance,  as 
a  certificate  that  no  public  quarters  were  available  would  be  con- 
trary to  the  facts.  This  claim  is  then  for  greater  rights  than 
an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  would  have ;  the  latter's  rights 
in  this  respect  are  fixed  by  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922, 
in  the  following  terms : 

"That  each  commissioned  officer  on  the  active  list  ***, 
if  public  quarters  are  not  available,  shall  be  entitled  at  all 
times,  in  addition  to  his  pay,  to  a  money  allowance  for 
rental  of  quarters  ***. 

This  is  a  contingent  allowance  and  it  is  payable  only  "if 
public  quarters  are  not  available".  It  is  claimed,  however,  that 
section  1  of  the  act  of  March  4,  1923,  42  Stat.,  1507,  authorizes 
payment  of  the  allowance  under  different  conditions  to  officers 
of  the  reserve  corps  on  active  duty.    That  section  provides : 

"That  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National 
Guard,  while  participating  in  exercises  or  performing 
the  duties  provided  for  by  section  94,  97  and  99  of  the 
National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3,  1916,  as  amended 
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and  reserve  officers  and  reserve  warrant  officers  of  any 
of  the  services  mentioned  in  the  title  of  the  Pay  Readjust- 
ment act  of  June  10,  1922,  while  on  active  duty,  includ- 
ing duty  for  training  purposes,  shall  receive  the  allow- 
ances prescribed  for  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the 
Regular  service  under  sections  5,  6  and  11  of  the  said 
pay  Act,  and  payments  heretofore  made,  or  accruing 
under  the  operation  of  this  section,  hereby  made  retro- 
active in  effect,  for  rental  allowances  to  officers  and  war- 
rant officers  of  the  National  Guard  or  reserves  while 
attending  camps  of  instruction  or  service  schools  are 
hereby  validated." 

The  basis  of  this  claim,  of  necessity,  is  that  this  legislation 
given  to  officers  of  the  reserve  corps  on  active  duty  the  rental 
allowance  under  conditions  it  would  not  accrue  to  officers  of  the 
regular  services ;  that  as  to  reserves  the  effect  of  section  1  of 
the  act  of  March  4,  1923,  is  to  remove  the  qualification  "if  public 
quarters  are  not  available",  or,  possibly,  to  change  its  meaning 
to  "if  public  quarters  for  his  dependents  are  not  available". 
There  is  nothing  in  the  language  of  the  act  to  support  the  view 
that  a  greater  and  different  allowance,  or  one  accruing  under 
different  conditions,  is  bestowed  on  officers  of  the  reserve ;  in 
terms  it  gives  "the  allowance  prescribed  for  officers  and  warrant 
officers  of  the  Regular  services  under  section  5,  6  and  11",  and 
so  far  as  section  t>  is  concerned  the  rental  allowance  accrues  only 
"if  public  quarters  are  not  available." 

It  may  be  said,  however,  that  this  view  of  the  law  results  in 
its  being  a  mere  repetition  of  what  was  already  given  to  officers 
of  the  reserves  by  section  14  of  the  act  of  Juue  10,  1922,  and  that 
such  a  construction  imputes  to  Congress  the  enactment  of  useless 
and  meaningless  legislation.  Such  a  conclusion  is,  of  course,  to 
be  avoided  if  any  other  reasonable  interpretation  is  possible ;  but 
when  all  of  the  statutes  in  pari  materia  are  examined  and  the 
ordinary  and  proper  rules  of  statutory  construction  lead  to  the 
conclusion  that  two  provisions  of  law  cover  the  same  ground, 
the  legislative  intent  thus  ascertained  must  be  given  effect  even 
though  the  later  of  the  provisions  may  appear  to  have  no  office 
to  perform.  In  construing  an  am/biguous  statute  reference  may 
be  made  to  proceedings  before  a  committee  of  Congress  having 
the  matter  in  charge,  to  ascertain  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
statute,  PlaUt  v.  V.  P.  B.  B.  Co.,  99  U.  S.  48;  Standard  Oil  Co. 
\. United  States,  221  U.  S.  1;  McLean  v.  United  States,  226  U.  S. 
374;  but  not  to  interpret  its  meaning.  Omaha  &  C.  B.  Street 
R,  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  230  U.  S.  324.  By 
a  reference  to  the  Hearings  on  H.  R.  14077,  which  became  the 
act  of  March  4,  1923,  it  appears  that  the  section  here  in  question 
was  drafted  by  the  War  Department  and  that  the  representative 
of  the  War  Department  made  the  following  explanation  of  the 
bill: 

"The  comptroller,  in  a  decision,  has  held  that  they  are.  not 
entitled  to  these  rental  allowances.  But  at  the  time  the 
pay  act  was  framed  it  was  desired  by  the  National  Guard, 
wh'ich  was  concurred  in  and  approved  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  by  the  committee  of  Regular  officers  and 
National  Guard  officers,  that  they  should  receive  the  same 
pay  and  allowances  as  officers  of  the  Regular  Army.  Based 
on  that  assumption  and  understanding,  at  the  camps  held 
immediately  following  July  1,  last  year,  most  all  National 
Guard  officers  received  the  rental  allowance,  and  also  the 
officers  at  several  of  the  service  schools.  But  the  comptroller 
has  since  Iveld  that  that  was  an  illegal  payment.    The  desire 
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is  to  put  the  National  Guard  and  Reserve  officers  on  the 
same  basis  as  the  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  in  connection 
with  these  allowances." 

Further,  it  was  stated  by  the  Chief  of  Finance,  page  7 : 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  proviso,  if  it  is 
approved  by  the  committee  and  written  into  the  law,  is  go- 
ing to  benefit  the  National  Guard  officers  very  little,  except 
theoretically  putting  them  on  the  same  status  as  the  Regular 
Army  officers.  Subsequent  decisions  of  the  comptroller  have 
practically  deprived  the  Regular  Army  officer  of  this  rental 
allowance  under  ordinary  conditions,  and  tlrs  law  placing 
the  National  Guard  officer  on  the  same  status  as  the  Regular 
Army  officer  would  also  deprive  the  National  Guard  officer 
of  it.  But  it  would  be  basically  sound  so  that  if  in  the 
future  we  come  to  you  and  get  legislation,  th's  basic  principle 
written  here  would  make  it  apply  to  the  National  Guard 
officer." 

"Mr.  McKenzie.  You  are  now  the  Chief  of  Finance  in 
the  War  Department? 

"General  Walker.    Yes  sir. 

"Mr.  McKenzie.  And  as  an  Officer  in  the  Regular  Estab- 
lishment of  long  service,  you  state  to  this  committee  than  in 
your  judgment  this  is  merely  an  act  of  justice  to  the  National 
Guard  which  you  desire  to  be  granted  them? 

"General  Walker,  Yes,  without  any  reservation  whatsoever." 

The  purpose  and  object  of  the  proposed  legislation  was  repre- 
sented to  be  to  secure  to  the  classes  named  therein  the  same  rights 
as  officers  of  the  regular  establishments.  The  construction  of  the 
law  herein  made  secures  that  result ;  the  enactment  was  urged 
under  the  view  that  it  was  necessary  to  secure  the  rights  given 
by  the  act  of  June  10,  1922 ;  the  law  having  been  enacted  for 
that  purpose  it  cannot  be  construed  to  give  greater  nights,  whether 
or  not  there  existed  the  conditions  it  was  thought  it  was  needed 
to  meet. 

On  review  the  settlement  disallowing  the  claim  is  sustained. 
Decision  of  March  23,  1923,  2  Comp.  Gen.  594,  and  other  deci- 
sions to  the  extent  they  are  in  conflict  with  this  holding,  are 
modified  to  accord  herewith,  but  payments  made  thereunder  and 
in  accordance  therewith  prior  to  this  date  will  be  passed  for 
credit  in  disbursing  officers'  accounts." 

2.  The  Militia  Bureau  is  uncertain  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
effect  of  the  foregoing  decision  is  to  deprive  a  National  Guard 
Officer  attending  an  encampment  or  maneuver,  four-day  school 
or  military  service  school,  of  the  rental  allowance  when  public 
quarters  are  not  avaiable  Ifor  his  dependents  but  when  public 
quarters,  such  as  a  tent,  or  a  room  or  space  in  barracks,  are 
available  for  the  officer's  personal  use.  Request  will  be  made  of 
the  Comptroller  General  for  an  interpretation  of  this  decision  as 
to  its  application  to  National  Guard  Officers.  Pending  receipt 
and  publication  of  such  interpretation,  disbursing  officers  are 
advised  not  to  make  disbursement  for  rental  allowance  when 
public  quarters  (whether  a  tent,  room  space  in  barracks,  or 
quarters  of  any  other  kind)  are  available  for  the  dependents  of 
an  officer  or  for  the  personal  use  of  the  officer,  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  such  quarters  are  actually  used  or  occupied. 
(MB  245.51  General-3) 
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II.  Additional  Officers,  Howitzer  Cos.,  Infantry  Rents.,  and 
Headquarters  Batteries,  Coast  Artillery  (AA).  The  Secretary 
of  War  has  authorized  the  following  general  exceptions  to  the 
tables  affecting  the  peace  time  organization  of  the  National  Guard. 
These  exceptions  are  effective  from  March  0,  1924 : 

1.  An  additional  officer ;  to  hold  rank  as  2d  Lieuten- 
ant, is  authorized  for  howitzer  companies,  Infantry  regi- 
ments. 

2.  A  Captain  and  a  1st  Lieutenant  are  authorized  for 
headquarters  batteries,  Coast  Artillery  regiments  (anti- 
aircraft), in  lieu  of  the  1st  Lieutenant  and  2d  Lieuten- 
ant heretofore  prescribed. 

(MB  325.43-Mass.  1) 

III.  Numerical  designations  of  Coast  Artillery  Units.  Under 
General  Orders,  No.  5,  War  Department,  February  20,  1924,  the 
words  "Coast  Artillery"  are  prescribed  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  official  designation  of  the  Harbor  Defense,  the  155-mm  gun  and 
the  antiaircraft  regiments  assigned  to  the  coast  artillery  branch. 
The  numerical  designations  heretofore  approved  for  such  regiments 
in  the  National  Guard  are  not  affected  by  this  general  order. 
Type  designations  are  indicated  below  : 

240th  Coast  Artillery  (Harbor  Defense). 
245th  Coast  Artillery  (155-mm  gun). 
202d    Coast  Artillery  (antiaircraft). 

The  States  concerned  should  make  the  necessary  changes  in  order 
to  bring  the  designation  of  their  National  Guard  coast  artillery 
units  into  agreement  with  the  above  policy. 
(MB  325.455  General-1)

I.  Attendunce  of  Adjutunts  General  and  other  officers  of  the 
State  Staff  Corps  and  Departments  at  1924  Field  Encampments, 
Rifle  Gumps  of  Instruction,  State  Rifle  Competitions,  and  Four 
Day  Schools. 

State  Adjutants  General  and  other  officers  of  the  State  Staff 
Corps  and  Departments,  holding  federally  recognized  commissions 
in  the  National  Guard,  will  be  authorized,  upon  approval  by  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  to  attend,  at  government  expense,  field 
encampments,  rifle  camps  of  instruction,  rifle  competitions  and 
four-day  schools  participated  in  by  troops  of  their  respective 
States  during  the  1924  field  training  period,  and  authority  may 
be  requested  for  attendance  as  follows : 

1.  Adjutants  General. 

a.  Such  number  of  15-day  field  encampment  as 
may  be  necessary,  provided  the  total  number  of  days  of 
attendance,  exclusive  of  travel,  is  not  greater  than  15. 
Pay  allowances  and  transportation  only  will  be  author- 
ized. 

h.  Such  other  indicated  instructional  activities  as 
may  be  necessary,  provided  that  attendance  is  requested 
for  not  more  than  one  such  activity  pertaining  to  differ- 
ent arms  of  service  of  that  State. 

2.  Other  officers  of  the  State  Staff  Corps  and  Depart- 
ments. 

a.  One  15-day  field  encampment.  Requirements 
which  must  be  fulfilled  in  order  to  draw  pay  for  attend- 
ance thereat  are  prescribed  in  Par.  932-d,  N.  G.  R., 
Changes  No.  4. 

b.  One  4-day  school. 

c.  The  rifle  camp  of  instruction  or  r'fle  competition, 
or  both,  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  performance  of  ap- 
propriate and  necessary  administrative  duties  and  in 
keeping  with  applicable  provis'ons  of  Sections  D  and  E, 
Article  XII,  National  Guard  Regulations. 

3.  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers. 

a.  One  15-day  field  encampment  and  one  of  the 
other  instructional  activities,  as  may  be  necessary,  w  th 
applicable  restrictions  prescribed  above  under  2. 
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b.  In  addition  to  a,  such  other  encampments,  or 
other  instructional  activities  as  may  be  necessary,  for 
the  payments  of  troops  thereat.  Reimbursement  will  be 
made  for  transportation  and  actual  expenses  as  pre- 
scribed in  Par.  619,  National  Guard  Regulations,  'but 
no  grade  pay  allowances  are  authorized  while  on  this 
duty.     (M.  B.  354.1  Gen'l  1-8) 

II.  Training  programs  for  Division  Staffs.  The  Division  Com- 
mander is  normally  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  in- 
struction and  training  of  the  Division  Staff.  Where,  in  a  special 
case,  the  Division  Staff  is  divided  among  several  States,  he  is 
still  charged  with  the  preparation  of  training  programs  and 
policies  governing  that  portion  of  the  Staff  within  his  own  State, 
but  in  time  of  peace  the  actual  enforcing  and  carrying  out  of 
these  programs  for  elements  in  other  States  must  be  left  to  the 
cooperative  action  of  the  respective  State  authorities  concerned. 
In  all  matters  affecting  training  and  instruction  of  his  Staff, 
the  Division  Commander  should  consult  with  and  consider  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Division  Instructor  assigned  for  that  purpose.  (MB- 
240.91-Colo-2). 

III.  Armory  drill  and  field  service  pay  rolls,  Division  Staffs. 

1.  Armory  Drill  Pay  Rolls. 

a.  These  rolls  are  paid  by  the  Finance  Officer  desig- 
nated bv  the  Corps  Area  commander  to  make  payment. 
(See  G.  O.  No.  6,  1922). 

b.  Separate  detachment  rolls  should  be  prepared  in 
esuch  State  for  all  members  of  the  Division  Staff  belong- 
ing to  that  State  and  be  signed  by  the  senior  Division 
Staff  officer  in  each  State,  except  that  the  Division 
Commander  will  sign  the  rolls  for  that  portion  of  the 
Staff  within  his  own  State. 

c.  These  separate  detachment  rolls  should  normally 
be  forwarded  to  the  Division  Instructor  for  certification 
as  required  by  National  Guard  Regulations.  Where  the 
Corps  Area  Commander  has  assigned  certain  elements  of 
the  Division  Staff  in  a  State  to  another  instructor  in  that 
State,  who  is  designated  actually  to  carry  on  their  in- 
struction, this  latter  officer  should  execute  the  certificate. 

d.  The  originals  of  Form  No.  107,  Militia  Bureau, 
should  be  kept  by  the  officers  who  sign  the  respective 
detachment  rolls ;  the  duplicates  to  be  retained  by  the  in- 
structor who  certifies  to  the  pay  rolls. 

2.  Field  Pay  Rolls. 

a.  These  rolls  are  paid  by  the  U.  S.  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officer  of  each  State  concerned. 

b.  Separate  detachment  rolls  should  be  prepared  in 
each  State  for  the  elements  of  the  Division  Staff  belong- 
ing to  each  State,  and  contain  the  names  of  all  members 
thereof  attending  camp.  Separate  State  detachment 
rolls  will  be  prepared  even  though  the  entire  Division 
Staff  attend  the  same  encampment  during  the  same 
period.  These  detachment  rolls  should  be  signed  by  the 
Division  Commander  or  the  senior  Division  Staff  officer 
in  each  State  present  at  the  encampment,  similarly  as 
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prescribed  above  under  1  1).  They  must  also  be  signed 
by  the  Mustering  Officers  who  muster  the  respective  State 
detachments.     (M.  B.  240.91-Colo.  2)

NATIONAL  GUARD  MEDICAL  REGIMENTS. 

I.  Armory  drill  pay  of  warrant  officers. — In  a  decision  dated 
March  22.  1924,  The  Comptroller  General  held  "that  pay  as  war- 
rant officer  under  the  conditions  fixed  in  the  regulations  (para- 
graph 928  (b),  National  Guard  Regulations  1922,  as  charged 
by  Changes  No.  9,  October  30,  1923)  is  payable  only  from  and 
after  October  30.  1923,  or,  in  the  case  individuals,  from  that  date, 
or  date  of  acceptance  of  appointment  as  such  if  later  than 
October  30,  1923,  and  if  and  when  Federally  recognized  as  war- 
rant officer." 

The  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  has  requested  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  propose  to  Congress  the  enactment  of  legislation  to 
validate  payments  of  armory  drill  pay  made  to  warrant  officers 
for  duties  performed  between  July  1st,  1922,  and  October  29th, 

1923,  and  to  authorize  payment  to  warrant  officers  for  duties 
performed  during  this  period  in  accordance  wr'th  paragraph  928 
(b),  National  Guard  Regulations,  as  amended  by  Changes  No.  9, 
dated  October  30,  1923,  when  payment  has  not  been  made. 

II.  Armory  drill  pay  of  officers  above  the  grade  of  captain, 
and  officers  below  the  grade  of  major  not  beloiiging  to  organiza- 
tions.   The  Comptroller  General  in  a  decision  dated  March  22, 

1924,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  sa:d  : 
"You  also  ask : 
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'With  respect  to  the  provision  of  paragraph  928  (f)  estab- 
lishing a  quarterly  basis  of  calculation  for  officers  above  the 
grade  of  Captain,  is  this  provision  effective  to  authorize  the 
maximum  pay  for  the  quarter  if  he  attends  twelve  drills  or 
other  assembles  (luring  such  quarter  without  regard  to  the 
dates  thereof,  e.  g.,  may  he  receive  the  maximum  pay  if  he 
attends  3  drills  during  one  month,  4  drills  during  another, 
and  5  drills  during  another?' 

"The  subparagraph  in  question,  published  in  Changes  No.  11, 
January  8,  1924,  is  as  follows : 

'928  (f)  (Changed  by  C.  N.  G.  R.  No.  9).  Pay  under 
the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  accrue  to  any 
officer,  warrant  officer,  or  enlisted  man  during  a  period  when 
he  shall  be  lawfully  entitled  to  pay  for  sendee  under  a  call  or 
draft  or  for  the  performance  of  duties  prescribed  in  sections 
94,  97  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended. 

'The  pay  of  the  officers  and  warrant  officers  mentioned  in 
paragraph  928  (b),  of  these  regulations  is  on  a  monthly 
basis.    The  pay  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  paragraphs  928 

(c)  and  928  (d)  of  these  regulations  is  on  a  yearly  basis 
though  payments  are  made  for  quarterly  periods.  In  both 
cases  the  pay  accrues  from  day  to  day  and  is  payable  only 
for  periods  of  time  an  officer  is  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status 
thereunder.  During  a  part  of  a  month  in  the  case  of  an 
officer  or  warrant  officer  mentioned  in  paragraph,  92S  (b) 
of  these  .regulations,  or  during  a  part  of  a  quarter  in  the 
case  of  an  officer  mentioned  in  paragraph  928  (c)  and  928 

(d)  of  these  regulations,  an  officer  or  warrant  officer  is  on 
duty  at  a  camp  of  instruction,  service  school  or  on  other 
duty  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  the  pay  mentioned  in  the 
first  subparagraph'  hereof,  he  is  not  in  an  armory  drill  pay 
status  and  no  pay,  under  the  respective  paragraph  of  these 
regulations  referred  to  above,  accrues  to  him  during  the 
period  he  is  oh  such  duty  and  the  maximum  pay  that  may 
accrue  to  him  for  such  month  or  quarter  is  reduced  propor- 
tionately. During  such  month  or  quarter  an  officer  or  war- 
rant officer  mentioned  in  paragraphs  928  (b)  and  928  (c) 
will  be  entitled  to  the  maximum  armory  drill  pay  for  that 
month  or  quarter  as  so  reduced  if  he  shall  attend  such- 
number  of  assemblies  as  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  number 
of  assemblies  prescribed  by  paragraphs  928  (b)  and  928  (c) 
as  the  period  such  officer  is  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status 
bears  to  the  entire  month  or  quarter,  and  shall  satisfactorily 
perform  all  other  appropriate  duties  of  his  grade,  and  to  a 
proportionate  part  of  said  maximum  armory  drill  pay  as 
reduced  for  attendance  at  a  lesser  number  of  assemblies  at 
which  he  has  satisfactorily  performed  his  appropriate 
duties.'  *  *  *  * 

"The  question  whether  the  month  or  quarter  shall  be  the 
unit  for  determining  whether  there  has  been  compliance  with 
the  minimum  requirements  is  presented  with  respect  to  of- 
ficers above  the  grade  of  captain  who,  by  section  109.  as 
amended,  41  Stat.,  783,  *****  shall  receive  not  more  than 
500  a  year,  *  *  *  for  satisfactory  performance  of  their  ap- 
propriate duties  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of 
War  may  prescribe.  *  *  *.' 

"Section  109  provides  pay  per  drill  for  captains  and  lieu- 
tenants belonging  to  organizations  not  exceeding  5  per  month  ; 
for  other  officers  below  the  grade  of  major  and  warrant  offi- 
cers a  monthly  pay  is  provided  ;  by  section  110  enlisted  men 
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are  paid  per  drill  but  with  .1  limitation  to  not  exceeding  8 
per  month,  with  a  requirement  that  the  man  must  attend 
not  less  than  60%  of  the  drills  or  other  exercises  prescribed 
for  his  organization  during  a  month.  The  armory  drill  pay 
law  abounds  with  requirements  based  upon  the  month  as  the 
unit  of  them. 

"Paragraph  455  of  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922.  re- 
quires monthly  reports  of  officers  of  the  class  here  in  question 
and  it  is  not  .clear  why  monthly  reports  should  be  made  if 
the  quarter  is  to  be  the  basis  of  determining  compliance  with 
requirements.  Apparently  the  War  Department  has  pre- 
scribed performance  monthly  of  the  appropriate  duties  of 
officers  of  this  class.  In  addition  see  section  6  of  the  act 
of  June  30,  1906,  34  Stat..  763,  providing  that  annual  com- 
pensation shall  be  divided  into  twelve  equal  installments,  one 
of  which  shall  be  the  pay  for  each  calendar  month. 

'"Pay  for  armory  drill  to  officers  of  the  National  Guard 
above  the  grade  of  major  is  therefore  required  to  be  calcu- 
lated with  respect  to  the  duties  performed  during  each  month 
while  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status,  and  instructions  have 
issued  to  apply  the  foregoing  in  the  settlement  accounts. 

"It  is  noted  in  this  connection  that  National  Guard  Reg- 
ulations, 1922.  establish  a  bas:s  for  the  performance  of  the 
appropriate  duties  of  officers  above  the  grade  of  captain  and 
officers  below  the  grade  of  major  not  belonging  to  organiza- 
tions. See  subparagraph  (i)  (j)  and  (k)  of  paragraph  445, 
modified  in  part  by  paragraph  452.  This  may  require  the 
attendance  at  5  or  more  drills  of  an  organization.  Para- 
graph 928  fixes  4  drills  or  equivalent  duty  as  the  minimum 
for  maximum  pay.  These  palpable  inconsistencies  should  be 
reconciled.  The  law  requires  the  performance  of  the  ap- 
propriate duties  of  his  grade,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  War ;  the  regulations  under  "Armory  Instruc- 
tion" fix  the  duties  to  be  performed,  and  the  entire  and  com- 
plete performance  of  the  duties  so  fixed  is  requisite  to  maxi- 
mum pay.  A  subsequent  regulation  fixing  a  less  amount 
of  duty  for  maximum  pay  is  not  in  conformity  to  law. 
Payments  heretofore  made,  and  to  be  made  for  the  quarter 
ending  March  31.  1924,  pursuant  to  the  maximum  service 
prescribed  by  paragraph  928,  instead  of  the  maximum  pre- 
scribed by  paragraph  445.  will  be  passed,  if  otherwise  correct, 
on  the  basis  of  monthly  service.  For  the  quarter  commencing 
April  1,  1924,  the  maximum  service  prescribed  by  regula- 
tions under  section  109  of  the  National  Defense  Act  will  be 
used  as  the  basis  of  settlement,  notwithstanding  other  pro 
visions  of  the  regulations  purporting  to  authorize  maximum 
pay  for  less  service." 

The  Militia  Bureau  is  preparing  changes  in  National  Guard 
Regulations  to  reconcile  paragraphs  445  (i),  (j)  and  (k),  with 
paragraphs  928  (b)  and  (c)  and  to  fix  at  four  per  month  the 
number  of  assemblies  for  drill  and  instruction  which  officers 
mentioned  in  paragraph  445  (i).  (j)  and  (k),  must  attend  to 
entitle  them  to  the  maximum  armory  drill  pay.  Pending  ap- 
proval of  these  changes  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  pro- 
mulgation thereof,  the  basis  of  settlement  prescribed  in  the  final 
sentence  of  the  above  quoted  decision  will  be  in  effect.  The 
Militia  Bureau  is  uncertain  as  to  the  interpreation  that  will  be 
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'given  to  this  sentence  by  the  General  Accounting  Office.  It 
appears  probable  that  the  General  Accounting  Office  will  allow 
payments  of  the  maximum  armory  drill  pay  only  to  officers  above 
the  grade  of  captain,  and  officers  below  the  grade  of  major  not 
belonging  to  organizations,  who  attend  a  minimum  of  five  as- 
semblies each  month.  Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  until 
the  changes  in  regulations  above  referred  to  are  promulgated, 
programs  for  drill  and  instruction  for  these  officers  provide  for 
five  assemblies  per  month. 

III.  Changed  designation  of  Sanitary  Battalions  and  Sanitary 
Companies. — The  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  a  change  in 
the  designation  of  the  units  heretofore  known  as  Sanitary  Bat- 
talions and  Sanitary  Companies  of  a  Medical  Regiment.  Ef- 
fective April  1,  1924,  these  units  will  employ  the  word  "Collecting" 
instead  of  the  word  "Sanitary"  in  their  designations.  Thus 
Sanitary  Company  No.  101,  Mass.  N.  G.,  will  become  Collecting 
Company  No.  101.  When  the  battalion  to  which  this  company 
pertains  is  organized  it  will  be  designated  as  "Collecting  Battal- 
ion, 101st  Medical  Regiment,  Mass.  N.  G." 

IV.  Conditions  governing  organisation  of  battalion  headquarters 
and  headquarters  detachments  in  National  Guard  Medical  Regi- 
ments.— Under  a  general  exception  to  the  tables  of  organization 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  the  organization  of  Battalion 
Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachments  are  authorized  in 
National  Guard  Medical  regiments  under  the  following  conditions : 

a.    The  three  companies  composing  the  battalion  must 
have  secured  federal  recognition. 

h.  These  three  companies  must  all  be  organized  with- 
in a  single  State  and  located  either  at  a  single  station  or 
so  close  together  that  the  Battalion  Commander  can 
exercise  actual  supervision  over  their  administration  and 
training.  The  table  covering  the  organization  of  the 
service  Company  for  a  Medical  Regiment  issued  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  on  April  1,  1924,  also  covers  the  com- 
position of  the  Battalion,  Headquarters  and  Headquarters 
Detachments  referred  to. 
(M.  B.  240.91  General-19)

II    ALLOWANCE  OF  HORSES  FOR  TRAINING 
PURPOSES. 

I.  Allowance  for  caretakers  and  mechanics.  Militia  Bureau 
Circular  Letter  No.  42,  dated  May  9,  1923,  is  hereby  revoked, 
effective  May  1,  1924. 

Beginning  May  1,  1024,  and  effective  until  further  notLce,  the 
following  allowances  for  payment  of  mechanics  and  caretakers 
for  animals  and  equipment  issued  to  the  National  Guard  will  be 
authorized  ;  the  total  number  in  any  organization,  however,  shall 
not  exceed  five. 

(a)  The  allowance  for  caretakers,  for  horses,  and  for 
materiel  will  be  as  authorized  by  paragraphs  938  (Change 
No.  10)  939  and  940,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922. 

(b)  Motor  mechanics  will  be  employed  under  the  authority 
of  paragraphs  987  and  988  (Change  No.  4)  National  Guard 
Regulations,  1922. 

(c)  In  addition  to  the  above,  each  Signal  Company  and 
each  Ordance  Maintenance  Company  will  be  allowed  one 
caretaker  each  at  $150.00  per  month.    (231.4  (Caretaker) -4) 

II.  Allowance  of  horses  for  training  purposes.  Militia  Bureau 
Circular  Letter  No.  36,  dated  April  14,  1923.  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  allow  ten  horses  for  a  Squadron  Headquarters  Detach- 
ment of  Cavalry  or  Battalion  Headquarters  Detachment  and 
Combat  Train  of  horse  drawn  Field  Artillery  when  located  at 
the  same  armory  as  one  or  more  troops  of  Cavalry  or  Batteries 
of  Field  Artillery,  as  the  case  may  be,  provided  that  such  horses 
are  now  on  hand  or  are  furnished  by  the  State  or  the  organiza- 
tion.   (454.1  Gen-3)

The  following  instructions  and  information  concerning  the 
participation  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  National  Matches, 
1924,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  same  as  set  forth 
in  the  War  Department  Bulletin  governing  the  National  Matches, 
1924,  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned : 

1.  It  is  desired  that  each  State*  having  federally  recognized 
units  of  the  National  Guard  be  represented  by  a  National  Guard 
Team  at  the  National  Matches.  Each  member  of  such  team, 
except  range  officers  as  indicated  below,  may  hold  any  recognized 
grade  but  must  be  a  member  of  the  federally  recognized  National 
Guard  in  his  respective  grade  and  organization  .prior  to  his  ap- 
pointment as  a  member  of  such  team.  The  team  captain,  how- 
ever, cannot  draw  higher  pay  than  that  provided  for  major  and 
other  team  members  higher  than  that  provided  for  captain. 
Members  of  the  National  Guard  Reserve  are  not  eligible.  This 
conforms  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  484,  National  Guard 
Regulations,  and  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs 486  and  487,  which  paragraphs  apply  to  State  rifle  com- 
petitions held  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  new  shooting  members. 

2.  Each  team  shall  consist  of  sixteen  members  (one  team 
captain,  one  team  coach,  one  range  officer,  ten  principals  and 
three  alternates)  who  shall  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the 
Governors  of  the  respective  States  and  announced  in  formal 
orders.  The  range  officer  shall  not  be  above  the  rank  of  captain. 
He  will  be  directed  to  report  to  the  Executive  Officer,  National 
Matches,  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  on  August  30,  1924,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  instruction  in  the  duties  pertaining  to  range 
operation  and  thereafter  performing  those  duties  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  matches  unless  sooner  relieved  by  proper  authority. 

3.  The  members  of  the  above  team  only  will  be  entitled  to 
the  following :  a.  transportation  to  and  from  Camp  Perry,  Olro 
6.  sleeping  car  berths  where  the  journey  is  in  excess  of  twelve 
hours  :  c.  pay  of  their  grades,  and  d.  commutation  of  subsistence 
as  indicated  below. 

4.  The  following  activities  will  take  place  on  dates  as  in- 
dicated : 

a.  School  of  instruction  in  marksmanship,  attendance  of 
National  Guard  team  members  optional,  dates  Sept.  6-13, 
both  inclusive. 

b.  National  Rifle  Association  Matches,  attendance  of 
National  Guard  team  members  optional.  Entrance  fees  for 
such  matches,  however,  cannot  be  paid  from  National  Guard 
funds.    Dates  Sept.  15-24,  both  inclusive. 

c.  National  Matches.  Preliminary  practice  will  start  on 
September  29  and  these  matches  will  be  completed  by  noon, 
October  2,  weather  permitting. 


*Includes  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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5.  All  team  officers,  shooting  members  anil  alternates  other 
than  those  attending  the  school  of  instruction  mentioned  in  4  a., 
will  be  required  to  report  prior  to  noon  September  28,  in  order 
to  be  entitled  to  the  allowances  which  may  be  prescribed. 

G.    It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  year's  rules  will  provide : 

"Teams  other  than  those  representing  the  several  branches  of 
the  Army,  the  Navy  and  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  elimination  rules : 

A  team  listed  in,  Class  A  after  the  National  Matches  of  1023 
or  after  the  last  National  Match  in  which  such  team  competed 
shall  have  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  its  shooting  members  com- 
posed of  men  who  have  never  before  shot  on  any  National  Match 
Rifle  Team.  A  team  listed  in  Class  B  after  the  National  Matches 
of  1923  or  after  the  last  National  Match  in  which  such  team 
competed  shall  have  at  least  thirty  per  cent  of  its  shooting 
members  composed  of  men  who  have  never  before  shot  on  any 
National  Match  Riile  Team.  A  team  listed  in  Class  C  or  un- 
classified after  the  National  Matches  of  1923  or  after  the  last 
National  Match  in  which  such  team  competed  shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  elimination  rule  only,  to  which  all  teams  except 
those  representing  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  the 
Civilian  Military  Training  Camps  and  the  Organized  Reserve, 
are  also  subject  in  addition  to  the  rules  prescribed  above : 

No  team  may  have  as  a  shooting  member  or  alternate  any  man 
who  has  been  a  shooting  member  of  any  team  in  three  or  more  of 
the  five  National  Rifle  Team  Matches  immediately  preceding. 

For  the  year  1924  teams  representing  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps,  the  Civilian  Military  Training  Camps,  and  the 
Organized  Reserve  shall  be  exempt  from  the  application  of  all 
elimination  rules.'' 

7.  The  issue  to  the  National  Guard  of  star  gauged  rifles 
especially  selected  for  the  National  Matches  is  governed  bv  Par. 
II.  Circular  No.  26,  War  Department,  dated  March  31,  1923. 

8.  United  States  Property  and  Disburs'ng  Officers  will  make 
the  following  disbursements  : 

a.  Official  transportation  requests  to  .common  carriers 
covering  the  journey  to  Camp  Perry  will  be  issued  to  Nation- 
al Guard  teams  and  the  proper  procurement  authority  charge- 
able will  be  indicated  thereon. 

6.  Commutation  of  subsistence  at  the  rate  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1.50  per  day  for  the  necessary  travel  period  to  Camp 
Perry.  Ohio,  will  be  paid  for  each  authorized  enlisted 
member  of  National  Guard  teams. 

9.  The  Camp  Finance  Officer  will  make  the  following  dis- 
bursements : 

a.  Pay  of  their  grades  on  properly  executed  vouchers  will 
be  paid  to  authorized  members  of  duly  detailed  National 
Guard  teams,  covering  authorized  periods  of  attendance,  in- 
cluding the  period  of  necessary  travel  to  and  from  Camp 
Perry.  Pay  rolls  should  be  submitted  to  the  Camp  Finance 
Officer. 

h.  Commutation  of  subsistence  at  the  rate  of  not  to 
exceed  $1.50  per  day  for  the  necessary  travel  period  from 
Camp  Perry  to  home  stations  and  not  to  exceed  .$1.20  per 
day  during  the  period  at  Camp  Perry  will  be  paid  for  each 
authorized  enlisted  member  of  National  Guard  teams. 
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10.  _  The  Camp  Transportation  Officer  will  issue  official  trans- 
portation requests  covering  the  journey  returning  from  Camp 
Perry  to  home  stations. 

11.  Amounts  paid  for  subsistence  during  the.  National  Matches 
September  25  October  2,  inclusive,  are  payable  from  a  special 
appropriation  for  the  National  Matches.  Other  authorized  pay- 
ments are  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  "Arming,  Equip- 
ping and  Training  the  National  Guard",  subappropriation  "Ex- 
penses, Camps  of  Instruction". 

12.  In  order  to  expedite  authorized  payments,  it  is  suggested 
that  a  member  of  each  team,  who  has  had  experience  in  such 
matters,  be  designated  as  acting  quartermaster  and  agent  for  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  He  should  also 
be  familiar  with  questions  pertaining  to  transportation. 

13.  It  is  very  important  that  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  be 
informed  promptly  by  each  State  Adjutant  General  as  to  whether 
or  not  a  team  will  be  sent  to  represent  the  State  in  the  National 
Matches.  Tentative  detailed  estimates  of  funds  required  to  cover 
all  authorized  expenses  (including  those  made  by  Camp  Finance 
and  Transportation  Officers)  will  be  submitted  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable, by  August  1,  at  the  latest,  in  order  that  funds  may  be 
promptly  reserved  for  the  purpose. 

14.  All  questions  concerning  civilian  or  school  teams  and  State 
military  teams  other  than  National  Guard,  should  be  addressed 
to  "Executive  Officer,  National  Matches,  1924"  !at  Iowa  City, 
Iowa,  until  August  1st,  thereafter  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio. 

15.  It  is  requested  that  this  information  be  communicated,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  to  the  team  captains  selected  for  your  teams. 

16.  As  soon  as  your  team  captain  has  been  designated,  his 
name,  rank,  organization  and  adress  should  be  sent  to  Lieut. 
Colonel  Morton  C.  Mumma,  Cavalry,  Executive  Officer,  National 
Matches,  Iowa  City,  Iowa.      (M.  B.  353.3  (National) -2)

ESTIMATES  FOR  PREPARATION  OF  CAMP  SITES  AND 
TARGET  RANGES  IN  EXCESS  OF  $500  FOR 
NATIONAL  GUARD  TRAINING. 

1.  Estimates  for  preparation  of  camp  sites  and  target  ranges 
in  excess  of  $500  for  National  Guard  Training  The  Secretary 
of  War  has  directed  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  to  submit  estimates 
for  all  repair  and  construction  projects  on  camp  sites  and  target 
ranges,  to  be  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year  19-5,  and  which 
involve  an  expenditure  in  excess  of  $500  and  are  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  funds  appropriated  for  the  National  Guard. 

2.  It  is  realized  tlvat  there  are  a  number  of  highly  desirable 
utilities  that  cannot  be  authorized  under  present  appropriations. 
The  short  period  devoted  to  field  training  and  limited  funds  do  not 
justify  extensive  construction,  but  only  the  absolutely  necessary 
conveniences  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  troops  should  be 
provided.  The  improvements  made  should  therefore  be  of  per- 
manent character  wherever  practicable  rather  than  temporary, 
which  latter  kind  in  the  end.  ,costs  more  for  repairs  than  per- 
manent construction.  The  15-day  encampment  should  simulate 
field  camps  under  canvas  as  nearly  as  practicable. 

3.  Estimates  must  contain  complete  supporting  data  for  all 
projects,  and  include  the  following  information : 

a.    General  descriptive  data  for  all  estimates : 

(1)  Whether  camp  site  or  range  is  Federal  or  State-owned, 
or  leased.  (If  leased,  particulars  as  to  lease). 

(2)  The  number  of  acres  in  the  tract. 

(3)  The  necessity  for  repairs  or  new  construction. 

(4)  The  order  of  priority  of  items  in  importance  and  neces- 
sity. 

(5)  Fully  itemized  details  with  cost  of  materials,  labor, 
construction  and  all  other  items  of  expense  required. 

(6)  Blue  prints  or  suitable  drawings  showing  the  character 
of  construction,  with  the  kinds,  types,  dimensions,  and 
numbers  of  each  utility. 

(7)  Repairs  and  new  construction  shown  separately  in 
each  estimate. 

(8)  Amounts  previously  expended  from  Federal  funds  for 
improvement. 

(9)  Amounts  previously  expended  by  the  State  for  improve- 
ments and  purchase  or  lease  of  land. 

(10)  Amount  necessary  to  complete  the  project  in  addition 
to  current  estimate. 

(11)  The  number  and  class  of  troops  to  be  trained  thereon 
annually. 

4.  Estimates  for  repairs  and  construction,  in  the  preparation 
of  camp  sites  and  target  ranges,  are  prepared,  submitted,  and 
the  construction  work  done  under  the  following  control  and 
classes : 
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Under  control  of  Corps  Area  Commander : 

On  military  reservations  under  Regular  Army  con- 
trol where  used  for  National  Guard  training  exclusive- 
ly or  where  used  for  National  Guard  training  con- 
currently with  the  training  of  other  components,  one 
estimate  to  be  submitted  for  each  camp  site  and  target 
range  on  each  reservation. 

Under  control  of  a  State: 

On  military  reservations  under  State  control,  whether 
owned  or  leased  by  the  United  States  or  a  State, 
where  used  for  National  Guard  training  primarily. 
Two  estimates  will  be  submitted : 
One  estimate  for  each  camp  site  and  the  target  ranges 
thereon,  and  one  estimate  for  each  target  range  not 
included  in  estimate  above. 

a.  Under  control  of  a  Corps  Area  Commander :  General — -On 
military  reservations  under  Regular  Army  control. — Estimates 
should  be  prepared  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  having  juris- 
diction, after  consultation  with  the  States  concerned  as  to  their 
requirements.  These  estimates  should  include  every  item  of  ex- 
pense for  repairs,  improvements  and  new  construction  necessary 
for  the  preparation  of  camp  sites  and  target  ranges  thereon. 
There  should  be,  between  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  State 
authorities  concerned,  careful  coordination  and  agreement  as  to 
the  needs  of  each  camp,  so  that  each  estimate  will  contain  full 
data  and  eliminate  the  necessity  for  additional  requests.  A  brief 
statement  should  be  made  with  full  supporting  data,  where  ap- 
plicable, as  indicated  in  paragraph  3  above. 

(1)  Estimates  where  concurrent  training  will  not  he  con- 
ducted: These  estimates  will  be  prepared  as  prescribed  under 
paragraph  3  above,  and  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
not  later  than  October  15,  of  each  year,  for  transmittal  to  the 
Quartermaster  General. 

Large  projects  requiring  heavy  expenditures  should  be  planned 
so  as  to  distribute  the  construct'on  and  consequent  expenditures 
over  a  (period  of  several  years  in  the  order  of  priority  of  the 
most  urgent  requirements. 

(2)  Estimates  where  concurrent  training  trill  he  conducted : 
These  estimates  should  be  prepared  as  indicated  under  a  above 
and  submitted  at  such  itime  in  such  manner  as  the  War  Depart- 
ment may  direct. 

h.  Under  control  of  a  State:  General. — On  Military  reserva- 
tions under  State  control,  whether  owned  or  leased  by  the  United 
States  or  a  State,  at  which  the  training  of  National  Guard  troops 
primarily  is  to  be  provided  for.  Estimates  for  camp  sites  and 
target  ranges  will  be  prepared  by  the  State  concerned,  after  con- 
sulation  with  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  thus  assuring  agree- 
ment and  helpful  cooperation,  and  will  be  submitted  through 
him  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  not  later  than  November  1, 
of  each  year,  for  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Estimates  in  excess  of  $500  for  the  preparation  of  camp  sites 
or  target  ranges  will  be  included  in  estimates  for  15-day  or  other 
training  camps,  but  will  be  subm'tted  as  prescribed  herein. 

All  estimates  will  contain  full  supporting  data  «s  prescribed 
in  paragraph  3  above. 

(1)  Estimates  for  preparation  of  camp  sites  and  target  ranges 
thereon: 
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Such  estimates  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  as  pre- 
scribed under  paragraph  3  and  4  5  above.  They  will  include  the 
preparation  of  camp  sites  and  target  ranges  thereon,  the  estimate 
being  subdivided,  however,  into  two  parts,  one  for  camp  sites  and 
one  for  target  ranges.  These  subdivisions  should  be  grouped 
together  in  one  estimate,  as  the  funds  authorized  therefor  are 
provided  from  "Expenses,  Camps  of  Instruction." 

(a)  The  following  priority  list  is  favored  for  a  construction 
program  covering  a  period  of  more  than  one  year  as  funds  become 
available : 

Water  supply, — for  kitchens,  baths,  latrines,  animals,  etc. 
Latrines  and  showers — combination. 

Kitchens,  permanent,  screened — in,  with  concrete  base  and 
apron  for  sanitary  and  fire  protection,  Kitchens  to  be  so 
placed  as  to  be  combined  with  mess  halls  if  funds  later 
become  available. 

Combined  kitchens  and  mess  halls  for  officers. 
Target  ranges  for  necessary  field  training  at  15-day  camps. 
Administration  building — a    small    building    for  head- 
quarters administration  work,  keeping  records,  etc. 
Supply  house — a  small  building  for  the  storing  and  issu- 
ing of  perishale  subs'stence  and  other  supplies. 
Roads,  semi-permanent  graveled   roads,  or  similar  hard 
surfacing,  that  can  be  easily  repaired. 

(2)  Estimates  for  target  ranges  only:  These  estimates  will 
be  prepared  and  submitted  as  prescribed  under  paragraphs  3  and  4 
5  above.  A  statement  showing  existing  facilities,  number  of  tar- 
gets in  use  at  each  range  and  number  to  be  installed  will  be  in- 
cluded. Repairs  and  new  .construction  will  be  subdivided  but 
included  in  one  estimate.  The  necessary  funds  for  these  separate 
target  range  projects  will  be  provided  for  from  "General  Ex- 
penses". Attention  is  invited  to  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No.  3-B, 
dated  February  28,  1924,  in  connection  with  target  ranges. 

5.  Estimates  for  rental  of  lands  for  camp  sites  or  target  ranges: 
All  such  estimates  where  the  rental  is  at  the  rate  of  $500  or  more 
per  annum,  for  the  rental  of  land,  must  not  be  included  in  any 
of  the  above  construction  estimates,  or  with  15-day  or  other  camp 
estimates:  but  will  be  submitted  separately,  as  they  must  be 
presented  to  the  Federal  Realty  Board  for  approval. 

6.  Estimates  for  Fall  or  emergency  construction  tcork:  When 
climatic  and  other  unavoidable  conditions  make  it  advisable  tli.it 
construction  work  be  done  in  the  fall,  or  the  period  between  July 
1  and  December  31,  estimates  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  for  projects  under  Corps  Area  Commander  con- 
trol not  later  than  June  1,  and  for  projects  under  state  control 
not  later  than  June  15.  It  is  desired,  however,  that  whenever 
practicable  all  construction  estimates  be  submitted  as  called  for 
in  paragraph  4  a  (1)  and  I. 

a  When  an  emergency  arises  necessitating  prompt  action  in 
the  repair  or  construction  of  utilities,  which  have  been  damaged 
or  destroyed  through  action  of  the  elements,  accidents,  or  other 
unforseen  conditions,  estimates  should  be  submitted  promptly 
through  proper  channels  stating  fully  the  cause  of  the  emergency 
and  furnishing  complete  item'zed  details  as  required  in  other 
estimates. 

7.  Types  of  construction:  Corps  Area  Commanders  through 
their  Quartermasters  can  materially  assist  the  States  in  planning 
and  constructing  their  projects.    Standard  types  of  construction 
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suitable  to  cl'matic  and  local  conditions  of  the  States  should  be 
adopted  for  any  new  projects,  and  continuing  projects  completed 
where  the  expense  is  justified.  In  this  connection  a  board  of  of- 
ficers is  now  visiting  the  more  important  training  camps  through- 
out the  country  and  upon  their  return  a  study  will  be  made  with 
a  view  of  adopting  uniform  and  standard  types  of  construction 
for  all  training  camps  and  target  ranges. 

8.  Prompt  submission  of  estimates:  The  Secretary  of  War 
desired  all  estimates  completed  and  submitted  at  one  time,  so 
that  he  can  get  an  accurate  idea  of  the  needs  of  the  National 
Guard  in  its  entirety,  and  in  the  development  of  existing  projects 
and  future  construction  work,  utilize  available  funds  to  the  best 
possible  advantage.  Therefore,  belated  estimates  will  not  be 
looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

9.  Channels  through  which  submitted :  All  estimates  in  con- 
nection with  construction  and  improvement  projects,  of  whatever 
class  or  cost,  must  be  submitted  by  State  officials  through  the 
Corps  Area  Commander  for  his  remark  and  recomme'.idat'on. 

10.  Report  of  construction  and  savings:  The  Militia  Bureau, 
in  providing  funds  for  the  development  of  training  camps  on 
Regular  Army  reservations  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard, 
and  in  providing  for  projects  under  State  control  has  an  interested 
concern,  and  it  is,  therefore,  desired  that  the  Corps  Area  Com- 
manders and  State  authorities  render  a  report  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  showing  what  construction  they  have  accomplished, 
the  amounts  expended  therefor,  and  the  construction  and  cost 
necessary  to  complete  the  projects. 

a.  It  is  also  desired,  that  reports  be  made  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date  of  any  possible  savings  of  funds  already  author- 
ized for  construction  projects,  in  order  that  they  may  be  used, 
where  most  needed,  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  fiscal 
year.    (684-1  Gen.  5).

MEMORANDUM. 

TO  ALL  DEPARTMENT  HEADS  AND 
TO  THE  GAME,  FISH  AND  PUBLIC 
SERVICE  COMMISSIONS. 

FROM : 

The  Executive  Board. 

The  question  has  been  raised  whether  ahsenee  of  State  em- 
ployes, who  are  also  either  members  of  the  National  Guard  or 
of  the  United  States  Army  Reserve  Corps  on  training  camp  duty, 
will  be  charged  against  the  leave  of  absence  with  pay  to  which 
such  employes  are  entitled  under  Section  222  of  the  Administra- 
tive Code. 

Under  Section  68  of  the  National  Guard  Act  of  1921  (Act  of 
May  17.  1921.  P.  L.  809).  all  officers  and  employes  of  the  Com- 
monwealth who  are  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard 
are  entitled  to  leave  of  absence  from  their  respective  duties  with- 
out loss  of  pay,  time  or  efficiency  rating  on  all  days  during 
which  they  shall  as  members  of  the  National  Guard  be  engaged 
in  the  active  service  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  field  training 
ordered  or  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Guard 
Act. 

It  is  the  plain  intention  of  this  Act.  that  absence  of  State 
employes  who  are  also  members  of  the  National  Guard  on  train- 
ing camp  or  other  Guard  duty  shall  not  be  counted  as  absence 
from  the  employe's  regular  duties  as  a  State  employe.  It  is 
suggested,  therefore,  that  the  attendance  records  of  all  members 
of  the  National  Guard  who  are  State  employes  be  marked 
"Engaged  on  National  Guard  duty"  upon  any  days  during  which 
such  employes  are  not  attending  to  their  regular  duties  because 
of  National  Guard  service. 

Accordingly  all  such  State  employes  are  entitled  to  the  fifteen 
(15)  days'  leave  of  absence  with  pay  allowed  by  Section  222  of 
the  Administrative  Code  in  addition  to  any  absence  occasioned 
by  National  Guard  Service. 

The  Act  of  1921  does  not  cover  the  case  of  State  employes 
who  are  also  members  of  the  United  States  Army  Reserve  Corps. 
The  policy  of  this  Board  will,  however,  be  to  treat  service  in  the 
United  States  Army  Reserve  Corps  as  on  a  parity  with  service 
in  the  National  Guard.  Department  heads  exercising  their  power 
to  grant  thirty  days'  leave  of  absence  with  pay,  can  grant  to 
members  of  the  United  States  Army  Reserve  Corps  fifteen  (15) 
days'  leave  of  absence  with  pay  in  addition  to  the  leave  of  ab- 
sence with  pay  necessary  to  enable  such  members  to  attend  train- 
ing camp,  provided  such  training  camp  duty  does  not  exceed  fifteen 
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(15)  days.  Should  there  be  in  any  case  necessity  for  additional 
leaves  of  absence  with  pay  on  account  of  illness  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  ask  this  Board  to  authorize  such'  leaves.  This  Board  will 
in  all  cases  grant  extended  leaves  of  absence  with  pay  for  a 
period  equivalent  to  the  period  during  which  employes  were 
absent  from  State  duty  on  United  States  Army  Reserve  Corps 
training  camp  service.

Under  the  tallies  of  organization  in  effect  prior  to  May  13th,  this 
Squadron  Headquarters  Detachment  was  officered  by  the  two  1st 
lieutenants  authorized  for  the  Squadron  Headquarters  Staff.  In 
accordance  with  the  authorization  contained  herein  the  mimeo- 
graphed table  of  organization  dated  July  10,  1923.  "Officers  for 
Headquarters  of  Infantry  and  Cavalry  Division  and  other  Head- 
quarters Units"  should  be  amended  to  show  the  additional  2nd 
lieutenant  now  authorized  for  duty  with  the  Machine  Gun  Squad- 
ron Headquarters.  Whenever  this  additional  officer  is  appointed, 
one  of  the  1st  lieutenants  of  the  battalion  staff  should  be  relieved 
from  duty  with'  the  detachment,  leaving  the  other  1st  lieutenant 
to  command  the  organization.

USE  OF  RUBBER  WASHERS  UNDER  FUZES  IN  155  M/M 
HOWITZER  PROJECTILES. 

The  following  letter  received  in  this  office  from  the  Chief  of 
Field  Artillery  is  quoted  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned  : 

"1.  In  the  attempt  to  prevent  the  unscrewing  of  the  Mark  IV 
fuze  from  the  Mark  I  shell  for  the  155  m/m  howitzer,  which  has 
occurred  very  frequently  in  firing  in  the  higher  zones,  a  rubber 
washer  has  been  designed  by  the  Ordance  Department  which  has 
proven  very  effective  in  retaining  the  fuze  in  place. 

"2.  Instructions  have  been  issued  to  all  Ordnance  Officers 
issuing  this  ammunition  to  make  arrangements  for  providing  thesi' 
washers  in  future,  but  the  Chief  of  Field  Artillery  feels  that  it 
is  advisable  to  call  attention  of  organizations  firing  this  material 
to  the  excellent  results  obtained  with  this  simple  expedient. 

"3.  The  rubber  washers  issued  by  the  Ordnance  are  approxi- 
mately ^-inch  thick,  94 -inch  outside  and  V^-inch  inside  diameter, 
cut  from  soft  red  rubber  sheet.  Improvised  washers  were  made 
from  the  rubber  hose  on  discarded  sections  of  gas  line  from  5-ton 
tractors,  cutting  off  sections  about  ^-inch  thick  and  cutting  out 
the  inside  to  increase  the  inner  diameter  from  %-incli  to  %-inch'. 

"4.  It  is  recommended  that  such  washers  be  improvised  as 
needed  for  ammunition  on  hand  prior  to  any  firing  with  the 
Mark  I  shell  and  Mark  IV  fuze  in  the  155  m/m  howitzer,  as  the 
experience  to  date  indicates  that  the  use  of  these  washers  results 
in  practically  eliminating  the  "duds"  due  to  loss  of  fuzes  in 
flight."

PAYMENT  TO  OFFICERS  AND  WARRANT  OFFICERS, 
NATIONAL  GUARD,  OF  RENTAL  ALLOWANCES 
ON  ACCOUNT  OF  DEPENDENTS. 

The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United 
States,  communicated  to  the  Secretary  of  War  under  date  of 
May  1,  1924,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 
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"There  lias  been  received  your  letter  of  January  16,  1924.  as 
follows : 

'Section  14  of  the  Act  of  June  10,  1922  (42  Stat.  631),  known 
as  the  '  'Pay  Readjustment  Act'  ',  provides  certain  allowances  for 
officers  of  the  National  Guard,  and  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  March 
4,  1923  (42  Stat.  1507),  provides  as  follows:— 

'  'Officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  while 
participating  in  exercises  or  performing  the  duties  provided  for  by 
sections  94,  97  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved 
June  3,  1916,  as  amended,  and  reserve  officers  and  reserve  war- 
rant officers  of  any  of  the  services  mentioned  in  the  title  of  the 
Pay  Readjustment.  Act  of  June  10,  1922,  while  on  active  duty, 
including  duty  for  training  purposes,  shall  receive  the  allowance 
prescribed  for  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  Regular  ser- 
vices under  sections  5,  6  and  11  of  the  said  Pay  Act,  and  pay- 
ments heretofore  made,  or  accruing  under  the  operation  of  this 
section,  hereby  made  retroactive  in  effect,  for  rental  allowances 
to  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard  or  reserves 
while  attending  camps  of  instruction  or  service  schools  are  here- 
by validated'. 

'Under  these  sections  of  law  it  is  proposed  to  amend  paragraph 
689,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  in  part,  as  follows: — 

'  'a.  Pay  and  Allowances  for  Field  Service,  and  Muster  there- 
for.  Officers  and  warrant  officers. — Officers  and  warrant  officers 
while  serving  at  encampments,  maneuvers,  or  other  exercises,  in- 
cluding outdoor  target  practice,  for  field  or  coast  defense  instruc- 
tion, and  at  camps  of  instruction,  as  provided  in  sections  94  and 
97.  National  Defense  Act,  are  entitled  to  the  base  pay  of  their 
grades,  subsistence  and  rental  allowances,  and  transportation, 
from  the  date  they  start  from  their  home  rendezvous,  until  they 
return  thereto,  both  dates  inclusive,  at  the  same  rates  as  provided 
for  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  :  Provided, 
That  rental  allowances  shall  not  be  payable  to  officers  and  war- 
rant officers  having  no  dependents,  nor  to  officers  or  warrant  of- 
ficers with  or  without  dependents  for  time  spent  in  travel,  to  or 
from  camp,  etc.,  in  excess  of  72  hours'. 

'The  proposed  amendment  to  National  Guard  Regulations  is  sub- 
mitted for  advance  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  as  to 
whether  its  provisions  are  in  accordance  with  law.' 

"In  decision  of  March  22,  1924,  3  Comp.  Gen.,   case  of 

McCord,  it  was  held  that  section  1  of  the  act  of  March  4,  1923, 
42  Stat.,  1507,  merely  confirmed  the  right  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  and  the  reserves  under  section  14  of  the  act  of  June  10, 
1922,  42  Stat.,  631,  to  the  allowances  granted  by  sections  5  and  6 
of  the  last  cited  act  to  officers  of  the  regular  services  and  under 
the  siaine  conditions  of  service. 

"It  will  be  observed  that  whatever  the  act  gives,  it  gives  to 
the  officers  of  the  National  Guard  'while  participating  in  exer- 
cises or  performing  the  duties  provided  for'  by  section  94,  97,  and 
99  of  the  National  Defense  Act;  that  is,  while  attending  the  an- 
nual encampments  or  camps  of  instruction,  or  while  attending 
service  schools.  The  section  1  does  not  apply  when  the  National 
Guard  is  in  the  service  of  the  Federal  Government  under  the 
Constitution  as  contemplated  by  section  101  of  the  National  De- 
fense Act,  39  Stat.,  208,  nor  when  drafted  into  the  Federal  Ser- 
vice under  section  111  of  the  act,  41  Stat.,  784. 

"To  reserve  officers  and  reserve  warrant  officers  whatever  is 
given  is  given  'while  on  active  duty,  including  duty  for  training 
purposes'.  Their  rights  under  this  section  would  continue  when  on 
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active  duty  in  connection  with  a  national  emergency  for  which  the 
National  Guard  might  be  called  into  Federal  service,  such  as  duty 
on  the  Mexican  Border  in  1916;  and  when  in  service  during  war, 
when  the  National  Guard  would  be  drafted  under  section  111. 

"In  the  decision  of  March  22,  1924,  it  is  shown  that  section 
1  of  the  act  of  March  4,  1923,  was  enacted  to  secure  to  the 
officers  of  the  National  Guard  and  of  the  reserves  the  same 
rights  to  rental  allowance  as  was  granted  to  officers  of  the  regular 
services  by  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  not  greater 
rights,  and  it  should  have  a  construction  in  keeping  with  its 
language  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  And  it  was  also  then  said 
that  decision  of  March  23,  1923,  2  Comp.  Gen.,  594,  and  other 
decisions  possibly  in  conflict,  were  modified  to  accord  therewith, 
payments  already  made  hot  to  be  disturbed. 

"It  has  been  held  that  duty  under  sections  94  and  97  of  the 
National  Defense  Act  is  not  field  duty  entitling  the  officer  to 
rental  allowance.  Decision  of  October  17,  1922,  14  MS.  Comp. 
Gen.,  934 ;  and  see  also  2  Comp.  Gen.,  241 ;  17  MS.  Comp.  Gen., 
927,  January  23,  1923;  and  25  MS.  Comp.  Gen.,  279.  September 
8.  1923.  The  home  of  a  National  Guardsman  is  rot  a  station 
within  the  meaning  of  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  10.  1922,  so 
as  to  entitle  him  to  rental  allowance  under  sections  94  and  97. 
as  on  temporary  duty  away  from  his  permanent  station,  2  Comp. 
Gen.,  243:  United  States  v.  Phister,  94  U.  S..  222;  and  27  Comp. 
Dec.,  61. 

"So  much  of  the  proposed  regulation  as  authorities  rental  al- 
lowance to  officers  with  dependents  when  participating  in  exer- 
cises or  performing  the  duties  provided  by  sections  94  and  97  of 
the  National  Defense  Act,  39  Stat.,  206-207,  is  therefore  not  in 
conformity  with  law.''

1.  Based  upon  an  inquiry  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  of 
Pennsylvania,  relative  to  the  discharge  of  an  enlisted  man  in  the 
National  Guard  Reserve  prior  to  expiration  of  term  of  service  for 
the  purpose  of  enlisting  in  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  the 
following  reply  was  received  from  the  Militia  Bureau : 

"War  Dept.,  Militia  Bureau,  September  18,  1924.  To 
the  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  authorizes  the  discharge  of 
an  enlisted  man  of  the  National  Guard  Reserve  for  the 
purpose  of  enlisting  in  the  active  National  Guard. 

2.  The  new  Regulations  for  the  National  Guard  will 
have  the  words  "active  National  Guard"  added  to  para- 
graph 348  (c)  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922." 

2.  After  inquiry  of  the  Militia  Bureau  relative  to  qualifica- 
tion for  promotion  of  an  Officer  in  the  Dental  Corps,  Medical  De- 
partment, Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  and  the  matter  of  credits 
for  consideration  in  promotions,  advice  was  received  from  Militia 
Bureau  as  follows : 

War  Dept.,  Militia  Bureau,  September  11,  1924.    To  the 
Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania. 

Service  in  the  line  will  not  be  credited  as  service  in  computing 
eligibility  for  promotion  in  the  Dental  Corps.

Subject :  Changes  in  Instructions  Relating  to  the  Revised  Re- 
port Sheet,  Form  51  MD,  as  Contained  in  Paragraph 
9,  AR  40-1025. 

1.    The  following  changes  in  paragraph  9,  AR  40-1025,  have 
been  approved  by  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  and  will  be 
promulgated  and  distributed  in  the  usual  way.    Meanwhile,  this 
advance  copy  is  furnished  to  enable  all  responsible  medical  officers 
to  properly  accomplish  the  revised  Report  Sheet,  Form  51  MD. 
"9.    Report  sheet,  Form  51  MD. — The  report  sheet  will 
be  furnished  by  the  senior  medical  officer  of  every  hospital 
or  command  in  time  of  peace  or  war.    The  following  data 
will  be  recorded  thereon : 

a.  Designation  (space  1)  : — Name  or  number  of  the 
hospital  or  organization,  with  the  location  on  the  last 
day  covered  by  the  report,  except  when  in  the  theatre  of 
operations  in  time  of  war. 
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b.  Period  (space  2). — Month  and  year  for  which  the 
report  is  furnished,  or  period  if  for  less  than  a  month. 

c.  Component,  parts  of  the  command  (space  3). — Each 
command  will  be  reported,  specifying  the  companies  and 
detachments  composing  it,  but  no  one  command  will  be  in- 
cluded on  more  than  one  report.    General  hospitals  will 

include  only  the  personnel  on  duty  therewith,  except  as 
qualified  in  e,  below. 

d.  Variations  in  command  (space  Jf). — State  important 
variations  in  the  general  composition  of  the  command 
during  the  month,  as  the  arrival  or  departure  of  compan- 
ies, giving  dates  thereof,  respectively.  Reports  relating 
to  commands  in  the  field  will  show,  in  time  of  peace,  and 
in  the  zone  of  the  interior  in  time  of  ioar,  the  locaton  of 
the  principal  camps  occupied  during  the  month,  with 
the  dates  of  arrival  and  departure  in  each  instance. 
When  a  hospital  or  a  dispensary  is  opened  or  closed 
during  the  period  of  the  report,  the  fact  and  date  there- 
of will  be  recorded. 

e.  Mean  Strength. 

(1)  Regular  Army  (space  5  (a). — The  mean  strength 
of  the  command  for  the  period  covered  by  the  report 
will  be  computed  as  follows:  The  totals  of  strength  for 
each  day  of  the  period  noted  by  the  adjutant  upon  the 
surgeon's  morning  report  of  sick  will  be  added  together 
by  heads,  or  items  (officers,  warrant  officers,  army  field 
clerks  and  field  clerks  Quartermaster  Corps,  nurses, 
student  nurses,  white  enlisted,  colored  enlisted,  Filipino 
enlisted,  Porto  Rican  enlisted,  etc.,  separately)  and  divid- 
ed by  the  number  of  days  in  the  month  for  which  the 
report  is  made.  The  quotients  are  the  mean  strengths, 
by  items,  and  the  sum  of  them  is  the  total  mean  strength. 
The  foregoing  is  the  irule  for  commands  which  are  intact. 
When,  however,  a  part  of  the  command  is  on  field  or  de- 
tached service,  accompanied  by  a  medical  officer,  who  will 
himself,  conformably  to  regulations,  render  a  report  of 
sick  and  wounded,  appropriate  deduction  will  be  made  in 
computing  the  strength  at  the  main  or  permanent  station. 
Conversely,  when  the  sick  and  injured  among  troops, 
not  accompanied  by  a  medical  officer,  which  are  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  command,  but  are  not  properly  a  part  of 
it,  are  habitually  admitted  to  its  hospital  or  dispensary, 
or  taken  up  on  its  register,  appropriate  addition  to  the 
strength  of  command  will  be  made.  The  mean  strength 
of  a  general  hospital  in  time  of  peace  ordinarily  will  in- 
clude only  its  own  personnel ;  it  will  not  include  the  sick 
and  wounded  therewith  who  were  admitted  by  formal 
or  informal  transfer,  but  will  include  patients  who  are  not 
identified  with  an  active  organization  and  are  obviously 
not.  accounted  for  on  any  other  strength  return.  In  time 
of  war,  in  a  theatre  of  operations  all  hospitals  therein  will 
include  in  their  strength  all  patients  under  treatment, 
since  such  patients  under  the  replacement  system  will  be 
dropped  by  their  own  organization  when  sent  to  hospital. 

(2)  Training  units  in  time  of  peace  (space  5  (1>). — 
When  National  Guard  units,  members  of  the  Officers' 
Reserve  Corps,  or  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps, 
of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  or  trainees  in  the  Citizens' 
Military  Training  Camps  are  in  a  military  camp  for 
training  and   instruction   in   time   of  peace,   the  mean 
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strength  will  be  obtained  for  each  group  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  outlined  in  paragraph  9  e  (1),  above,  and  entered 
on  the  lines  provided  on  Form  51  MD.  Regular  Army 
personnel  on  duty  with  the  training  units  will  be  included 
with  that  for  the  Regular  Arm:/.  In  time  of  tear,  all 
strength  will  be  included  ivith  that  of  the  Regular  Army. 

(3)  Mean  Strength  of  civilians  not  included  as  mem- 
bers of  training  units  (space  5  (c),) — This  group  comprises 
cx-soldiers  (including  beneficiaries  of  the  Veterans'  Bureau 
and  the  Soldiers'  Home),  retired  officers  and  enlisted  men 
not  on  the  active  list,  general  prisoners,  applicants  for 
enlistment,  dependents  of  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and 
all  other  civilians  who  are  entitled  to  receive  free  medical 
treatment  at  military  hospitals  or  dispensaries.  This 
strength  should  be  determined  as  nearly  as  practicable  by 
a  monthly  census.  At  jwsts  where  civilia7i  employees  are 
entitled  to  medical  treatment,  the  responsible  officer  will 
furnish,  on  the  last  day  of  the  month,  to  the  senior  medical 
officer  a  statement  showing  the  daily  average  number  of 
such  employees  for  the  month. 

f.  "Patient  days"  (space  6). — The  total  "patient  days" 
in  hospital  or  quarters  will  be  obtained  by  adding  sepa- 
rately the  sums  of  all  patients  in  hospital  or  quarters  on 
every  day  of  the  month  as  shown  in  the  Register  (AR  40- 
1030).  Hospital  and  quarters  items  will  bo  reported 
separately.  For  the  status  of  patients  detained  in  a  dis- 
pensary, see  Paragraph  16,  AR  40-1030.  The  "patient 
days"  for  the  personnel  of  the  Regular  Army  who  are  on 
the  active  list  will  be  entered  on  the  lines  provided  in 
space  6,  Form  51  MD.  Similarly,  the  "patient  days"  for 
"all  others"  will  include  these  data  for  ex-soldiers,  retired 
officers  and  enlisted  men  not  on  the  active  list,  general 
prisoners,  applicants  for  enlistment,  dependents  of  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  and  other  civilians. 

g.  Miscella7ieous  professional  work  (space  7).  In  time 
of  peace  and  in  the  zone  of  the  interior  in  time  of  war, 
all  professional  work  done  during  the  month,  tvhich  is  not 
otherwise  reported,  will  be  entered  in  space  7,  Form  51 
MD,  under  the  general  headings  : 

(1)  Out-patients. 

(a)  Military  patients  not  carded  and  those  "carded  for 
record  only".  All  treatments  not  otherwise  reported  will 
be  included,  but  for  such  cases  as  are  "carded  for  record 
only"  the  case  itself  will  be  omitted  for  the  month  ivhen 
so  recorded. 

(b)  Training  unit  patients.  Count  treatment  and 
cases  in  same  manner  as  for  military  patients. 

(c)  Civilian  patients.  .Include  all  treatments  not 
otherwise  reported. 

(2)  Physical  examinations  (specify  as)  : 

(a)  Appointment,  promotion,  and  annual  of  officers, 
warrant  officers,  and  field  clerks,  Regular  Army. 

(b)  Enlistment  and  reenlistment  in  the  Regular 
Army. 


(c)     Appointment  to  West  Point. 
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(d)  Appointment,  promotion,  or  others,  Officers'  Re- 
serve Corps. 

(e)  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

(f)  Citizens'  Military  Training  Gamps. 

(g)  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps. 

(h)  Others,  specify. 

(3)    Vaccinations,  immunisations,   and  sensitization  tests 
(tpecfy  as)  : 

(a)  Typhoid  and  paratyphoid  immunizations. 

(b)  Smallpox  vaccinations. 

(c)  Schick  tests. 

(d)  Diphtheria  toxin  and  anti-toxin. 

(e)  Others,  specify. 

h.  Births,  marriages,  deaths,  and  remarks  (spaces  8 
and  9).  All  births  and  marriages  occurring  at  the  station 
or  with  the  command  and  all  deaths  among  the  civilians 
with  the  command  will  be  recorded  on  the  back  of  the 
form  under  the  heading  "Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths". 
The  record  of  birth  will  give  the  date  of  birth,  the  sex  and 
name  of  the  child,  the  name,  rank,  etc.,  (with  his  occupa- 
tion, if  a  civilian)  of  the  father,  the  maiden  name  of  the 
mother,  and  whether  the  child  is  the  first,  second,  etc.,  of 
the  marriage.  The  record  of  marriage  will  give  the  date  of 
the  marriage,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  rank,  etc.,  or  oc- 
cupation of  the  groom,  and  the  name,  age,  and  birthplace 
of  the  bride.  The  record  of  death  will  show  the  date  of 
the  death,  the  name,  sex,  and  age  of  the  deceased,  and  the 
cause  of  death.  Any  additional  information  in  regard  to 
the  report  in  general  which  the  surgeon  deems  pertinent 
will  be  added  under  "General  Remarks"  (space  9). 

i.  Certificate  (space  10).  The  certificate  as  to  the 
number  of  cards  of  completed  cases  and  of  cases  remaining 
more  than  one  month  and  not  previously  reported  (space 
10)  will  be  filledinand  signedby  the  senior  medical  officer. 
His  name  will  be  typed  or  printed  below  his  signature. 
If  there  is  neither  medical  officer  nor  civilian  physician 
with  the  command  when  the  report  is  made,  a  statement 
to  that  effect  will  be  entered  on  the  report  sheet,  and  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  property  of  the  hospital  will  make 
the  report  over  his  own  signature.  lie  will  also  initial 
the  accompanying  cards  (Forms  52  AID)."

1.  Supply  Letter  No.  9,  dated  March  18,  1924,  and  change 
thereto,  dated  March  22,  1924,  are  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted : 
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SECTION  1—3  Electrode  Vacuum  Tubes. 

2.  All  three  electrode  vacuum  tubes  greater  than  50  watt  rat- 
ing, except  as  noted  in  paragraph  3,  which  fail  to  give  their  life 
expentancy  will  be  forwarded,  without  reference  to  this  office,  to 
the  Signal  Section,  New  York  G.  I.  Depot.  This  action  is  nec- 
essary in  view  of  the  fact  that  manufacturers  give  credit  allow- 
ances for  all  tubes  which  fail  to  give  their  expected  life.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  insure  the  return  of  these  tubes  as  the  Signal 
Corps  receives  a  much  higher  credit  allowance  on  tubes  which  are 
returned  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  delivery. 

3.  Vacuum  tubes  type  VT-10  are  obsolete  and  have  no  repair, 
replacement  or  adjustment  value.  Vacuum  tubes  of  less  than  250 
watt  rating  manufactured  by  the  General  Electric  Company  have 
r,o  adjustment  value.  The  types  of  tubes  mentioned  above  which 
become  unserviceable  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  will  be  surveyed 
and  destroyed  by  an  inspector  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
tubes  of  50  watt  or  less  rating. 

4.  Unserviceable  three  electrode  tubes,  greater  than  50  watt 
output,  except  as  noted  in  paragraph  3,  which  have  given  service 
equal  to  o:r  greater  than  their  expected  life  and  are  not  broken 
beyond  repair  will  be  shipped  to  the  Signal  Section,  New  York, 
G.  I,  Depot  for  disposition.  However,  if  the  glass  is  broken,  the 
tubes  will  be  disposed  of  at  posts,  camps  and  stations  by  survey 
and  submission  to  an  inspector  for  destruction  by  him  and  will 
not  be  sent  to  the  New  York  Depot. 

5.  Unserviceable  three  electrode  vacuum  tubes  of  50  watt  or 
less  output  will  be  surveyed  by  the  accountable  officers  and  will 
be  submitted  to  an  inspector  for  destruction  by  him.  No  further 
authority  is  required  from  this  office  to  include  these  unserviceable 
vacuum  tubes  in  inventory  and  inspection  reports. 

6.  Vacuum  tubes,  type  VT-1,  VT-2,  VT-3,  VT-14  and  regulator 
tubes,  type  TB-1  have  gold  and  silver  alloy  contact  points  having 
a  salvage  value.  Befcre  tubes  of  these  types  are  submitted  to  an 
inspector  for  destruction  by  him,  the  contact  points  will  be  re- 
moved and  forwarded  to  the  nearest  Signal  Depot.  Accumulations 
of  contact  points  at  Signal  depots  will  be  disposed  of  periodically 
by  salvage. 

7.  Kenetron  tubes,  type  UV-216,  UV-217  and  UV-218  and 
Rectifier  tubes,  type  WE-222-A  will  be  handled  the  same  as  three 
electrode  vacuum  tubes  of  similar  ratings. 

8.  The  life  expectancy  of  various  tubes  is  as  follows :

9.  An  historical  record  (see  attached  form)  will  be  filled  out 
in  duplicate  for  each  tube  forwarded  to  the  New  York  Depot.  _  The 
two  copies  of  this  record  will  be  placed  in  an  envelope  and  tied  to 
the  tube  itself.  The  historical  record  may  also  be  used  as  an  ex- 
hibit to  the  report  of  survey. 
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SECTION  II— RECTIFIER  TUBES. 

10.  Mercury  arc  and  other  rectifier  bulbs,  which  fail  to  give 
their  life  expectancy  will  be  forwarded,  without  further  reference 
to  this  office,  to  the  Signal  Section,  New  York  G.  I.  Depot,  pro- 
vided they  have  not  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Signal  Corps  for 
more  than  one  year. 

11.  Unserviceable  mercury  arc  and  other  rectifier  bulbs  such 
as  Tungar,  Rectigon,  etc..  which  have  given  a  service  life  equal 
to  or  above  their  expected  life,  or  which  have  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  Signal  Corps  for  more  than  one  year  will  be  disposed  of 
by  survey  and  salvage. 

12.  Cooper-Hewitt,  Tungar  and  Rectigon  tubes  have  no  guaran- 
teed iife.  However,  such  tubes  should  be  tested  as  scon  as  re- 
ceived and  if  they  are  found  inoperative,  full  report  will  be  sent 
the  Signal  Section.  New  York  C.  I.  jJepot.  Cooper-Hewitt  Tungar 
and  Rectigon  tubes  becoming  unserviceable  in  service  will  be  dis- 
posed of  by  salvage.

VISITS   OF  INSTRUCTION 

1.  Funds  to  cover  the  travel  of  Regular  Army  personnel  on 
duty  wit&  the  National  Guard  in  making  visits  of  instruction  in 
connection  with  the  training  and  instruction  of  the  National 
Guard,  are  allotted  to  the  Corps  Area  commanders  on  the  basis  of 
the  number  and  dispersion  of  National  Guard  units.  This  allot- 
ment is  divided  into  apportionments  for  each  State  within  the 
Corps  Area  and  an  apportionment  for  the  Corps  Area  at  large, 
the  latter  to  be  used  for  travel  of  officers  in  Charge  of  National 
Guard  Affairs,  instructors  of  Divisions  composed  of  troops  from 
more  than  one  State,  instructors  accredited  to  more  than  one 
State,  and  such  other  Regular  Army  personnel  traveling  on  in- 
structional duty  as  the  Corps  Area  commander  may  direct. 

2.  It  is  essential  that  these  funds  be  expended  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  insure  the  maximum  amount  of  instruction  to  all  organiza- 
tions. Since  responsibility  for  training  within  each  State  rests 
upon  a  single  State  authority,  the  Federal  Government  recognizes 
the  State  Adjutant  General  as  the  State  military  officer  charged 
with  such  resposibility.  Therefore,  devolving  upon  him  is  the 
duty  of  submitting  to  the  Corps  Area  commander  recommendations 
for  the  most  efficient  use  of  such  funds ;  and  such  recommendations 
should  be  submitted  at  least  twice  during  the  fiscal  year  to  cover 
periods  not  exceeding  two  consecutive  quarters  of  such  fiscal  year. 
At  the  earliest  practicable  time,  after  receipt  by  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  notice  of  apportionment  of  such  funds  for  his 
State,  his  routine  recommendation  should  be  submitted.  Each 
recommendation  thus  submitted  should  be  based  upon  information 
secured  from  appropriate  commanders,  State  inspectors  and  in- 
structors. In  obtaining  the  views  of  the  latter,  it  would  probab- 
ly be  most  convenient  for  the  instructor  at  State  Headquarters 
to  call  upon  the  senior  instructor  with  each  regiment  and  the 
senior  instructor  of  each  branch  represented  by  units  less  than  a 
regiment,  for  recommendations  as  to  the  number  of  trips  to  be 
made  and  the  approximate  cost  of  these  trips.  Based  upon  the 
plan  as  approved,  Corps  Area  commanders  should  issue  orders  for 
visits  of  instructors  during  each  specified  period.  Provisions  for 
authentication  of  emergency  trips  should  be  arranged  for  by  the 
Coi'ps  Area  commander  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  unreasonable 
delay.

AMENDMENT  TO  CIRCULAR  NO.  14.  MILITIA  BUREAU, 
1924,  .30  CALIBER  MACHINE  GUN  AMMUNITION. 

Sub-paragraph  d,  Paragraph  1,  Section  1,  Circular  No.  14  (A-8) 
Militia  Bureau,  May  17,  1924,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows :

NATIONAL  MATCHES,  1924. 

Paragraphs  1,  2  and  5,  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No.  12  A-7, 
April  28,  1924,  are  changed  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  It  is  desired  that  each  State  having  Federally  recognized 
units  of  the  National  Guard  be  represented  by  a  National  Guard 
team  at  the  National  Matches.  Officers  of  grades  higher  than  that 
of  captain  shall  be  ineligible  as  rifle  competitors.  The  team  cap- 
tain, team  coach,  and  range  officer  shall,  if  practicable,  not  be 
above  the  grade  of  major.  Officers  of  grades  higher  than  those 
for  particular  duties  other  than  competitors,  as  stated  herein,  will 
not  be  authorized  to  participate  in  the  National  Matches  unless  a 
special  exception  in  each  case  be  made  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bu- 
reau. In  order  that  such  exceptions  may  receive  consideration, 
reasons  therefor  must  be  presented  in  full  and  must  be  based  on 
very  unusual  and  important  conditions.  No  team  member  can 
participate  at  a  rate  of  pay  lower  than  that  which  he  holds  even 
though  he  may  be  willing  to  do  so.  Attention  is  invited  to  para- 
graphs 484,  486  and  4S7  (Changes  No.  13)  National  Guard  Regu- 
lations, which  paragraphs  apply  to  State  rifle  competitions,  and 
also  govern  the  selection  of  State  National  Rifle  Teams. 

2.  Each  team  shall  consist  of  sixteen  members  (one  team  cap- 
tain, one  team  coach,  one  range  officer,  ten  principals  and  three 
alternates),  who  shall  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State  and  announced  in  formal  orders.  The  range  officer 
will  be  directed  to  report  to  the  Executive  Officer,  National 
Matches,  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  on  August  30,  1924,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  instruction  in  the  duties  pertaining  to  range 
operation  and  thereafter  performing  these  duties  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Matches  unless  sooner  relieved  by  proper  authority. 

5.  Members  of  State  ri'fle  teams,  which  include  team  captains, 
team  coaches,  shooting  members  and  alternates,  participating  in 
any  of  the  authorized  competitions  should  not  report  at  Camp 
Perry  prior  to  September  3.  However,  all  the  team  members  men- 
tioned herein  will  be  required  to  report  prior  to  noon,  September 
28,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  prescribed  allowances.

"WINTER  PLATTSBURG"  COURSES  OF  THE  QUARTER- 
MASTER CORPS. 

1.  The  Quartermaster  General  has  kindly  extended,  through 
the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  an  invitation  to  all  National  Guard 
Officers  of  the  Quartermaster  Corps  to  participate  in  the  courses 
of  training  and  instruction  which  the  Quartermaster  Corps  holds 
each  winter  for  Reserve  Officers. 

2.  These  courses  are  termed  the  Quartermaster  "Winter  Platts- 
burg"  Courses,  and  are  now  established  in  New  York,  Boston, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Columbus,  Louisville,  Kansas  City  and  Omaha. 
Courses  are  soon  to  be  established  in  Los  Angeles,  -San  Francisco, 
Portland,  Seattle,  Denver  and  other  large  centers  of  population. 
They  consist  of  a  series  of  conferences  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  general  duties  assigned  by  law  to  the  Quartermaster  Corps, 
i.  e. — supply,  construction  and  transportation,  and  are  held  month- 
ly in  each  locality  for  all  officers  taking  the  course.  Actual  mili- 
tary situations  are  assumed  and  war  time  assignments  appropriate 
to  the  situation  are  made.  The  problems  are  worked  out  by  the 
operative  method  under  the  supervision  of  the  Regular  Quarter- 
master Instructor  in  charge  of  the  Class.  The  plan  contemplates 
a  minimum  of  lectures  and  a  maximum  of  performance  of  duty 
under  as  near  concrete  conditions  as  can  be  simulated. 

3.  It  is  believed  that  these  "Winter  Plattsburg"  courses  offer 
a  splendid  opportunity  to  National  Guard  Officers  of  the  Quarter- 
master Corps  for  training  and  development  to  supplement  the 
training  which  they  are  receiving  from  their  own  Instructors. 
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Officers  desiring  further  details  concerning  these  courses  should 
apply  to  the  Officer  in  Charge  of  National  Guard  Affairs  at  their 
respective  Corps  Area  Headquarters.  The  Latter  will  he  informed 
by  the  Quartermaster  in  charge  of  each  "Winter  Plattsburg"  as 
to  the  dates,  hour  and  place  of  meeting,  and  such  further  pertinent 
information  as  may  be  necessary.

4.  Texts,  other  than  those  listed  in  paragraph. 3  above,  which 
are  required  by  the  subcourses  will  be  secured  through  the  initia- 
tive of  the  student  concerned. 

5.  Regulations — Paragraph  8,  Regulations  for  Army  Corre- 
spondence Courses  in  so  far  as  it  refers  to  procurement  of  texts 
for  National  Guard  Officers  is  rescinded  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor:  "National  Guard  Officers  who  do  not  hold  dual 
commissions  will  be  required  to  secure,  upon  their  own  initiative, 
the  texts  required  by  the  subcourses  in  which  they  are  enrolled 
except  the  mimeographs  furnished  by  the  War  Department,  and 
those  supplied  without  cost  by  the  various  branches,  which  will 
be  supplied  by  the  Corps  Area  Correspondence  Schools".

In  connection  with  recent  enunciation  of  instructions  from  the 
Secretary  of  War  regarding  fire  by  artillery  over  the  heads  of 
troops,  the  following  is  the  application  thereof  and  it  is  requested 
that  all  concerned  be  governed  accordingly. 

Firing  over  the  heads  of  troops  involves  a  certain  amount  of 
danger  to  such  troops.  Ammunition  now  on  hand  was  made 
during  the  war  under  war  time  production  conditions.  Even 
under  the  best  of  conditions,  prematures  of  both  shell  and  shrapnel 
and  short  burning  of  time  fuses  may  be  expected.  Periodic  tests 
are  made  of  all  ammunition  on  hand,  and  all  lots  which  are  un- 
safe are  eliminated.  However,  defective  results  have  followed 
even  where  ammunition  has  successfully  passed  these  tests.  In 
order  to  insure  safety  with  respect  to  all  ammunition  the  follow- 
ing should  be  carefully  observed  : 

Observing  personnel  should  be  adequately  protected  by  over- 
head cover,  or  moved  a  safe  distance  to  a  flank,  so  as  not  to  be 
exposed  to  prematures  or  short  burning  fuses.  For  troops  par- 
ticipating at  exercises  or  demonstrations  exactly  the  same  pre- 
cautions should  be  observed  when  artillery  fire  is  undertaken. 
The  same  precautions  should  be  taken  with  reference  to  machine 
gun  fire.

I.  Armory  Drill  Pay  for  Captains  and  Lieutenants  belonging 
to  Organisations. 

1.  Many  inquiries  having  been  received  in  the  Militia  Bureau, 
regarding  the  payment  of  armory  drill  pay  of  Captains  and  Lieu- 
tenants belonging  to  organizations,  the  following  information  is 
furnished  for  the  guidance  of  ail  concerned. 

2.  Captains  and  Lieutenants  belonging  to  organizations  of 
the  National  Guard,  to  be  entitled  to  armory  drill  pay  for  the 
qu  rtcr  ending  September  SO.  1024.  must  meet  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  paragraph  928  (a),  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922, 
as  changed  by  Changes  Nos.  9  and  14,  dated  October  30,  1923, 
and  June  3,  1924,  respectively. 

3.  The  amendment  to  section  109,  National  Defense  Act  (pub- 
lished in  Bulletin  No.  12,  War  Department,  June  24),  provides 
that  the  compensation  authorized  by  that  section  to  Captains 
and  Lieutenants  belonging  to  organizations,  for  attendance  at 
armory  drills,  shall  be  paid  "under  such  regulations,  as  the 
Secretary  of  War  may  prescribe."'  Paragraphs  928  (a)  (1), 
and  928  (a)  (2),  National  Guard  Regulations,  are  not  in  con- 
flict with  section  109  as  amended,  were  not  rescinded  by  the 
amendment,  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  rescinded 
or  changed  in  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 
The  only  respect  in  which  paragraph  928  (a)  is  modified  by  the 
amendment  to  section  109  is  that  Captains  and  Lieutenants 
belonging  to  organizations  may  now  receive  pay  for  not  exceeding 
eight  drills  in  any  one  calendar  month  and  not  exceeding  GO  drills 
in  one  year. 

4.  This  Bureau  has  proposed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his 
consideration  a  modification  of  paragraph  928  (a),  but  this 
change  will  not  be  effective  until  approved  by  the  Secretary 
a^d  promulgated  in  Changes  to  National  Guard  Regulations. 
(M.  B.  240.91  Misc-1.) 

II.  Repair  of  Unserviceable  Ordnance  Property. 

1.  Before  unserviceable  ordnance  property  in  the  possession 
of  the  National  Guard  is  ordered  turned  in  to  arsenals  for  repair, 
information  will  be  obtained  from  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau,  as 
to  the  availability  of  funds  for  the  repair  of  such  property,  ex- 
cept under  the  conditions  provided  for  in  paragraph  2  hereinafter. 

2.  Numerous  communications  are  being  received  by  the  Militia 
Bureau  relative  to  repairing  ordnance  materiel ;  in  many  of  these 
cases  the  procedure  outlined  in  paragraph  886,  National  Guard 
Rcgulat'ons,  is  not  being  observed.  The  requirements  of  the 
paragraph  of  the  National  Guard  Regulations  referred  to  above 
should  be  followed  when  applicable.    (M.  B.-400.5  (Ord.)  Gen-2.) 

III.  Armory  Drill  Pay  for  Enlisted  Men  Over  45  Years  of 
Age  at  Enlistment. 

1.    The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  in  a  decision 
dated  August  30,  1924,  in  acting  on  the  claim  for  armory  drill 
pay  of  an  enlisted  man  of  the  National  Guard  who  was  more 
than  45  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment,  held  as  follows: 
"Section  57  prescribes  that  the  militia    (all  of  -  the 
militia)    shall   consist  of  able-bodied  male  citizens  not 
more  than  45  years  of  age,  and  section  58  that  the 
National   Guard  class  of  militia   shall  consist  of  'the 
regularly  enlisted  militia  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-five  years.'     There  is  no  exception  contained 
in  these  provisions  of  law  AS  there  is  in  section  1116, 
Revised  Statutes,  and  in  the  proviso  of  section  4  of  the 
Act  of  March  2.  1899,  30  Stat.,  878,  with  respect  to  the 
age  limits  for  enlisting  and  reenlisting  in  the  Regular 
Army. 
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"The   law   is    mandatory   that   enlisted    men   of  the 
National  Guard  clr.ss  of  the  militia  shall  be  'not  more 
than  forty-five  years  of  age'  and  those  statutory  provi- 
sions can  not  be  waived  either  on  original  enlistments 
or  on  reenlistments.    The  enlistment  of  ******* 
January  5.  1921,  having  been  contrary  to  law,  he  earn- 
ed no  pay  and  his  estate  is  not  entitled  to  be  paid  pay  for 
services  under  that  enlistment." 
2.    This  Bureau  will  endeavor  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the 
National  Defense  Act  to  authorize  the  reenlistment  of  men  be- 
tween the  ages  of  45  and  64  years  of  age,  and  to  validate  pay- 
ments heretofore  made  to  enlisted  men  within  these  age  limits. 
(M.  B.-240.91  Ohio-2.)

I.    LONGEVITY  PAY  FOR  OFFICERS. 

I.  Longevity  Pa:/  for  Officers.  Section  3  of  the  Pay  Read- 
justment Act  of  June  10,  1922,  as  amended  by  Section  1  of  the 
Act  of  May  31,  1924,  provides  as  follows : 

That  when  officers  of  the  National  Guard  are  author- 
ized by  law  to  receive  Federal  pay,  those  serving  in 
grades  corresponding  to  those  of  colonel,  lieutenant 
colonel,  major,  captain,  first  lieutenant  and  second  lieu- 
tenant of  the  Army  shall  receive  the  pay  of  the  sixth 
fifth,  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first  periods,  respectively. 
Such  officers  whenever  entitled  to  Federal  pay,  except 
armory  drill  and  administrative  function  pay,  shall  re- 
ceive as  longevity  pay,  in  addition  to  base  pay  provided 
but  not  exceeding  the  maximum  pay  prescribed  by  law, 
an  increase  thereof  at  the  per  centum  and  time  rates 
up  to  thirty  years  provided  in  the  tenth  paragraph  of 
Section  1.  In  computing  the  increase  of  pay  for  each 
period  of  three  years'  service,  such  officers  shall  be 
credited  with  full  time  for  all  periods  during  which  they 
have  held  commissions  as  officers  of  the  Army,  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard,  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Sur- 
vey and  Public  Health  Service,  or  in  the  Organized 
Militia  prior  to  July  1,  1916,  or  in  the  National  Guard, 
or  in  the  Naval  Militia,  or  in  the  National  Naval  Volun- 
teers, or  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  or  Marine  Corps 
Reserve  Force,  when  confirmed  in  grade  and  qualified 
for  all  genera]  service,  with  full  time  for  all  periods 
during  which  they  have  performed  active  duty  under 
reserve  commissions,  and  with  one-half  time  for  all  other 
periods  during  which  they  have  held  reserve  commissions. 

This  provision  is  effective  from  and  after  July  1,  1922. 
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2.  The  rates  of  base  and  longevity  pay  are  as  published  in 
Circular  No.  21,  Militia  Bureau,  July  14,  1924. 

3.  In  determining  certain  classes  of  commissioned  service 
which  may  be  counted  for  longevity  pay  purposes,  the  following 
provisions  will  apply : 

(a)  Under  service  in  the  Army  there  shall  be  credit- 
ed all  Federal  commissioned  service  on  active  duty  in 
the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

(b)  In  computing  the  credit  for  commissioned  service 
in  the  Organized  Militia,  all  commissioned  service  in  the 
Organized  Militia,  prior,  as  well  as  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  the  Act  of  January  21,  1903  (32  Stat.  775), 
may  be  counted,  provided  satisfactory  evidence  be  fur- 
nished of  the  existence  of  the  particular  Organized 
Militia  and  of  commissioned  service  therein  as  claimed. 
2  Comp.  Gen.  264. 

(c)  Under  service  in  the  National  Guard  only  service 
as  a  federally  recognized  officer  of  the  active  National 
Guard  may  be  counted.  No  credit  is  authorized  for 
service  in  the  National  Guard  Reserve.  2  Comp.  Gen. 
765. 

(d)  Officers  who  have  served  as  commissioned  officers 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  provisional  and  confirmed, 
are  entitled  to  count  their  service  in  such  Naval  Reserve 
Force  as  follows : 

Full  time  for  all  periods  during  which  in  an  active 
duty  pay  status  for  training  while  holding  a  provisional 
commission ; 

Full  time  for  all  active  duty  performed,  under  either 
provisional  or  confirmed  commission,  in  war  or  emer- 
gency declared  by  the  President,  for  the  time  they  have 
continued  on  active  duty  by  proper  authority  following 
the  expiration  of  their  four-year  enrollment  and  pre- 
ceding their  discharge  or  disenrollment  and  subsequent 
reenrollment ;  confirmed  officers  may  count  full  time  for 
all  active  service  similarly  performed  in  time  of  peace ; 

Full  time  for  active  duty  and  one-half  time  for  in- 
active duty  for  any  part  of  the  period  antedating  the 
confirmation  for  which  the  officer  retroactively  ranks 
(for  retained  pay  purposes)  as  a  confirmed  officer;  i.  e., 
the  period  between  the  date  the  board  in  fact  found  him 
qualified  for  confirmation  and  the  date  of  the  execution, 
during  his  enrollment  in  which  found  qualified,  of  his 
commission  of  confirmation,  notwithstanding  said  enroll- 
ment may  have  expired  before  his  receipt  of  the  con- 
firmed commission  ; 

Full  time  for  active  duty  performed  as  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army  or  of 
the  Navy  from  date  of  acceptance  of  commission  until 
date  of  revocation  thereof  or  abolition  of  such  respec- 
tive corps  if  the  commission  remained  in  effect  until 
that  event,  and  one-half  time  for  all  other  periods  during 
which  such  officers  held  commissions  in  such  respective 
Medical  Reserve  Corps.    2  Comp.  Gen.  767. 

4.  National  Guard  officers  will  be  entitled  to  longevity  pay 
in  accordance  with  the  commissioned  service  shown  in  the  official 
National  Guard  Register  of  1924,  or  subsequent  editions.  The 
data  contained  in  the  Register,  and  its  amendments  issued  on 
M.  B.  Forms  3-d,  is  conclusive  and  final  in  the  determination 
of  all  questions  as  to  prior  sendee.    No  claim  for  prior  service 
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will  bo  considered  unless  it  agrees  with  the  information  contained 
in  the  current  Register  or  in  an  amendment  thereto  published  on 
Form  3-d. 

5.  Omissions,  errors,  or  discrepancies  discovered  in  the  Reg- 
ister or  in  M.  B.  Form  3-d  should  be  reported  through  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
accompanied  by  full  data  on  which  a  corrected  Form  3-d  may 
be  issued.  In  stating  service,  the  method  and  style  used  in  the 
Register  should  be  followed. 

6.  The  voucher  or  pay  roll  on  which  longevity  is  claimed  will, 
in  addition  to  all  essential  features  required  by  regulations,  con- 
tain the  remark,  "Longevity  for  over    years'  service." 

No  certificates  for  longevity  will  be  required  nor  will  they  or 
copies  of  them  be  attached  to  the  pay  rolls. 

7.  "Vouchers  covering  claims  for  longevity  while  in  attendance 
at  military  schools  since  July  1,  1922,  will  be  prepared  and  for- 
warded to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  proper  disposition.  (M.  B. 
241.12  Gen.-3.)

NEW  NATIONAL  GUARD  REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  revised  (new)  National  Guard  Regulations  are  being 
printed  in  pamphlet  form.  Each  pamphlet  will  be  distributed 
immediately  upon  being  received  from  the  printer.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  subject  matter  in  each  pamphlet  bears  no  particular 
relation  to  the  make-up  of  the  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922, 
and,  therefore  specific  rescission  of  the  latter  by  article  or  para- 
graph is  impracticable. 

2.  The  following  provision  will  be  found  in  paragraph  2,  i 
National  Guard  Regulations  I  (when  received; — ) 

"The  regulations  comprised  within  the  list  of  pam- 
phlets enumerated  in  Par.  3  rescinds  those  published  in 
National    Guard   Regulations,    1922    (War  Department 
Document  No.  911,  Militia  Bureau),  and  all  subsequent 
regulations  published  as  changes  thereto." 
The  regulations  quoted  above  will  be  construed  to  operate  pro- 
gressively.   Each  pamphlet,  when  received,  will  become  immedi- 
ately effective,  and  will  supersede  all  other  regulations  or  in- 
structions of  a  similar  character  on  the  same  subject  which  have 
been  previously  issued  and  which  conflict  therewith. 

3.  It  is  apparent  from  the  foregoing  that  pending  the  receipt 
of  all  pamphlets  of  the  revised  National  Guard  Regulations  (new) 
there  will  be  two  sets  of  regulations  to  be  consulted.  The  new 
regulations,  taking  precedence  in  all  cases  falling  within  the  pro- 
visions of  those  pamphlets  received,  and  the  1922  edition  (with 
changes)  governing  in  all  other  cases  wherein  they  are  applicable. 

4.  When  the  distribution  of  all  pamphlets  of  the  new  regula- 
tions shall  have  been  accomplished,  the  progressive  rescission  of 
the  1922  Regulations  will  have  become  completed  and  thereafter 
the  provision  of  NGR  I  quoted  in  paragraph  2,  herein,  will  be 
in  full  force  and  effect.

PAYMENT  OF  RENTAL  ALLOWANCES. 

1.  There  has  been  published  Circular  No.  66,  War  Depart- 
ment, October  17,  1924,  which  now  governs  the  payment  of  rental 
allowance  to  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  Regular  Army, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the  Pay  Readjustment  Act, 
as  amended  by  section  2  of  the  Act  of  May  31,  1924. 
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2.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  Pay  Readjust- 
ment Act  and  section  1  of  the  Act  of  March  4,  1923,  officers  and 
warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  while  participating  in 
exercises  or  performing  the  duties  provided  for  by  sections  94, 
97,  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  are  entitled  to  the  rental 
allowance  prescribed  for  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the 
Regular  Army. 

3.  The  Comptroller  General  in  a  decision,  AD-8124,  dated 
May  1,  1924,  held  that  the  home  of  a  National  Guard  officer  is 
not  a  station  within  the  meaning  of  section  6  of  the  Pay  Read- 
justment Act.  In  view  of  this  fact  it  is  not  clear  what  con- 
struction should  be  given  to  the  term  "permanent  station"  as 
used  in  Circular  No.  66,  War  Department,  1924,  and  the  de- 
cision of  the  Comptroller  General  has  been  requested  on  this 
point.  Pending  receipt  and  publication  of  this  decision  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  no  payments  of  rental  allowance  will  be  made  to 
officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard  in  cases  in 
which  such  pavments  have  been  heretofore  prohibited  by  decisions 
of  the  Comptroller  General.    (N.B.  245.81  Gen.— 6)

EXAMINATION  OF  APPLICANTS  FOR  FEDERAL 
RECOGNITION  AS  GENERAL  OFFICERS  OF 
THE  LINE  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

A.  Changes  in  present  National  Guard  Regulations :  Pending 
the  issue  of  revised  National  Guard  Regulations  relating  to  the 
examination  of  officers  for  Federal  recognition  as  general  officers 
of  the  line  of  the  National  Guard,  the  following  instructions  will 
govern : 

1.  Prior  authority  necessary:  No  applicant  for  recognition  as 
general  officer  of  the  line  of  the  National  Guard,  will  be  ordered 
to  appear  before  an  examining  board,  appointed  under  Section 
75  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  without  prior  authority  of  the 
War  Department  in  each  case,  obtained  on  application  by  the 
State  Adjutant  General,  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

2.  Conduct  of  examination:  Except  as  hereinafter  prescribed 
for  the  conduct  of  the  professional  examination,  the  examination 
of  an  applicant  for  recognition  as  a  general  officer  of  the  line  of 
the  National  Guard,  will  be  conducted  as  prescribed  in  National 
Guard  Regulations,  1922. 

3.  Professional  examination:  The  examination  to  determine 
the  professional  qualification  of  applicants  for  recognition  as 
general  officers  of  the  line  of  the  National  Guard,  will  consist  of: 
(a)  a  written  examination;   (b)  a  practical  test.    The  scope  of 
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the  examination  and  the  standard  of  proficiency  required  are 
given  in  the  "Standard  Specifications"  issued  from  time  to  time 
by  the  War  Department. 

4.  Preparation  of  examination:  The  examination,  including 
the  written  test  and  the  practical  test,  will  be  prepared  by  the 
Command  and  General  Staff  School,  submitted  to  the  War  De- 
partment for  approval,  and  transmitted  through  the  corps  area 
commander  to  the  president  of  the  examining  board. 

5.  Conduct  of  the  examination :  The  written  examination  will 
be  conducted  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  examining  board, 
designated  by  the  president  of  the  examining  board.  The  practical 
test  will  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  three  members  of  the 
examining  board.  The  examining  board  in  such  case  will  con- 
sist of  three  general  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Army,  designated 
by  the  War  Department  for  the  purpose. 

6.  Rating  on  examination:  Before  coming  to  a  finding  as  to 
the  professional  qualifications  of  an  applicant  who  was  required 
to  take  the  written  examination  and  the  practical  test,  the  rating 
on  the  practical  test  awarded  by  the  examining  board,  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  in  each  case,  shall  be  forwarded 
with  the  applicant's  written  examination,  to  the  corps  area  com- 
mander, who  will  transmit  them  to  the  Command  and  General 
Staff  School,  where  the  written  papers  shall  be  marked.  After 
marking,  these  papers  will  be  returned  through  the  corps  area 
commander,  to  the  president  of  the  examining  board.  They  will 
become  part  of  the  record  of  the  examining  board. 

7.  Waiver:  The  examining  board  appointed  under  Section 
75,  NDA.,  is  authorized  to  waive  the  professional  exam 'na*  ion  of 
applicants  as  general  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Army  as  follows : 

a.  Written  examination:  The  written  examination  before  the 
board  may  be  waived  (1)  for  persons  who  were  general  officers 
of  the  line  of  the  Army  at  any  time  between  April  fl,  1917,  and 
June  30,  1919;  (2)  until  July  1,  1926,  in  the  case  of  persons  who 
as  officers  of  any  grade  commanded  a  regiment  in  battle  to  the 
satisfaction  of  their  superiors,  as  evidenced  by  commendation 
for  the  performance  of  that  specific  duty  in  efficiency  reports ; 
(3)  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  d">te  of  reti  emeni  o*  separa- 
tion from  the  "Regular  Army  of  retired  or  former  retired  general 
officers  or  colonels  of  the  line  of  the  Regular  Army ;  (4)  for  a 
period  of  five  years  from  date  of  graduation  from,  the  full  course 
at  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School,  or  from  corresponding 
schools  formerly  otherwise  designated.  (5)  It  is  not  necessary 
that  the  applicant  take  the  written  examination  before  a  board 
appointed  under  Section  75,  but  may  take  that  examination  _  at 
any  time  prior  to  recognition,  and  in  that  case  the  examination 
will  be  conducted  by  an  officer  designated  for  that  purpose  by 
the  corps  area  commander.  The  papers  in  the  case  will  be 
forwarded  for  rating  to  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School, 
and  if  the  officer  has  passed,  that  fact  will  be  noted  in  the 
Militia  Bureau,  and  will  serve  for  a  period  of  five  years  to  waive 
this  written  examination  required  before  a  board  appointed  under 
Section  75. 

b.  Practical  tent:  The  practical  test  before  the  board  may  be 
waived  '11  For  1  period  of  thvep  vears  from  t>>p  r'ate  of  separation 
from  the  service  in  the  case  of  former  general  officers  of  the  line 
of  the  army  or  the  National  Guard.  (2)  It  is  not  necessary 
that  the  practical  test  be  held  before  a  board  appointed  under 
Section  75,  NDA.,  but  the  test  may  be  held  at  any  time  prior  to 
recognition,  in  which  case  it  will  be  conducted  by  a  board  of 
three  general  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Army,  designated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 
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B.  Standard  Specifications :  Pending  the  publication  by  the 
War  Department  of  Standard  Specifications,  giving  the  scope  of 
the  examination,  and  the  standards  of  proficiency  required  of 
applicants  for  recognition  in  the  various  grades  and  branches  of 
the  service,  the  following  instructions  will  govern  in  the  pro- 
fessional examination  of  applicants  for  recognition  as  general 
officers  of  the  line  of  the  National  Guard : — 

1.  The  examination  as  to  professional  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants for  general  officers  of  the  line  of  the  National  Guard,  will 
consist  of  a  written  examination  and  a  practical  test.  These 
may  be  conducted  by  boards  appointed  under  Section  75,  NDA., 
or  as  prescribed  for  examinations  held  once  each  year  at  the  place 
or  places  designated  by  the  War  Department.  The  date  for  hold- 
ing such  examinations  will  usually  be  announced  six  months  in 
advance,  but  the  War  Department  may  authorize  the  examination 

'  in  special  cases  at  any  time. 

2.  Written  examination :  a.  Stibjects:  A  written  examination 
will  be  prepared  by  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School,  and 
will  embrace  the  following  subjects : 

Organization 

Administration   and  Supply 

Evacuation 

Tactical  Principles. 

b.  Scope. 

(1)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general. — The  examination  shall  be  prepared 
so  as  to  demonstrate : 

(a)  Familiarity  with  the  organization  of  the 
brigade  headquarters,  of  its  subordinate  units, 
and  with  the  means  and  methods  of  communica- 
tion within  the  brigade  and  to  higher  units. 

(b)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  of  adminis- 
tration, replacement  and  supply  of  the  subordi- 
nate units  of  the  brigade,  and  with  the  duties  and 
functions  of  brigade  headquarters  in  the  chain 
of  administration  and  supply  within  the  division. 

(c)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  and  opera- 
tion of  evacuation,  to  include  the  operation  of 
collecting  stations. 

(d)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  of  the 
evaluation  and  dissemination  of  military  intelli- 
gence ;  and  with  the  technique  and  tactics  of 

»  combined  arms  as  applied  to  the  reinforced  brig- 

ade acting  alone,  or  the  brigade  in  its  relation 
to  the  division. 

(2)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
major  general. — The  requirement  of  this  examination 
will  parallel  that  prescribed  for  appointment  to  the 
grade  of  brigadier  general,  extended  and  amplified  as 
may  be  necessary  to  include  the  division,  and  its  relation 
to  the  corps. 

c.  Map  problems. — The  written  examination  will  consist  of 
two  map  problems  in  the  solution  of  which  the  applicant  will  be 
required  to  demonstrate  his  professional  knowledge.  These  two 
map  problems  will  pertain  to  the  combat  application  of  tactical 
divisions. 

(1)  The  first  of  these  map  problems  will  be  a  tac- 
tical problem,  requiring — 
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(a)  A  tactical  decision  by  the  commander,  and 

(b)  The  troop  leading  of  organizations  appro- 
priate to  the  grade  to  which  the  applicant  seeks 
appointment. 

(2)  The  second,  a  problem  in  combat  communications, 
combat  supply,  evacuation  and  administration. 

d.  Description. — The  written  examination  will  be  practical  in 
character.  While  demonstrating  fully  the  applicant's  general  and 
specific  knowledge  of  the  subject,  the  requirements  should  be  simple 
and  the  amount  of  writing  should  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

3.  Practical  test. — a.  Where  conducted. — The  practical  test 
shall  be  conducted  at  such  places  where  the  necessary  troops  are 
available  or  can  be  concentrated  conveniently  in  sufficient  numbers- 

(1)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general. — Competent  brigade  staff  and  regi- 
mental headquarters  shall  be  provided  for  the  command. 

(2)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of 
major  general. — Competent  key  numbers  of  u  division  staff 
with  at  least  one  infantry  brigade,  the  headquarters  of 
another  infantry  brigade  and  a  field  artillery  brigade,  and 
the  headquarters  of  divisional  special  troops  shall  be  pro- 
vided. 

b.  Scope. 

(1)  For  examination  of  applicants  for  appointment  to 
the  grade  of  brigadier  general. — The  applicant  will  demon- 
strate to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  by  actual  command 
of  troops  or  by  tactical  walks  or  rides  his  ability — 

(a)  To  command  the  brigade  in  the  field  and 
in  combat. 

(b)  To  direct  the  collection  and  dissemination 
of  military  intelligence  for  the  brigade. 

(c)  To  organize  and  direct  the  communication 
system  of  the  organization. 

(d)  To  plan  and  order  the  operations  of  the 
brigade. 

(e)  To  conduct  in  the  field,  under  assumed 
war  conditions,  the  combat  operations  of  the 
brigade. 

(2)  For  examination  of  applicants  for  appointment 
to  the  grade  of  major  general. — The  foregoing  require- 
ments will  be  extended  and  amplified  to  include  the 
command  and  operations  of  the  division. 

c.  Hoic  conducted. — The  test  will  be  conducted  either  by  terraira 
exercises,  by  tactical  walks  and  rides,  by  actual  command  of  the 
requisite  troops,  or  by  a  combination  of  these  methods  depending 
on  available  facilities.  The  applicant  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  demonstrate  his  familiarity  with  routine  administration 
of  the  command.  The  tests  shall  include  conduct  of  a  march,, 
going  into  bivouac,  organizing  and  operating  the  communication 
net  and  evacuation  system  in  a  combat  situation,  and  commanding 
the  organization  in  a  combat. 

d.  Description. — All  practical  tests  will  be  oral  except  for  the 
preparation  of  such  messages,  orders,  training  programs,  report* 
and  requisitions  as  are  customarily  prepared  by  the  commander 
of  an  organization  in  the  performance  of  his  normal  duties. 
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The  practical  test  to  be  given  for  renewal  of  appointments  and 
for  retention  on  the  eligible  list  will  follow  the  same  lines  as  that 
prescribed  for  appointment.

Tables  gov- 
erning the  issue  of  organizational  equipment  and  organizational 
special  equipment  will  be  completed  and  distributed  to  the  Nation- 
al Guard  in  the  near  future. 

2.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  individual  equip- 
ment for  field  service  prescribed  for  officers  and  warrant  officers 
is  published  in  a  separate  table.  Other  tables  governing  the  issue 
of  individual  clothing,  individual  equipment  and  individual  special 
equipment  are  based  on  enlisted  strength ;  those  governing  the 
issue  of  organizational  equipment  are  based  on  aggregate  strength. 

3.  The  allowance  of  all  ordnance  property  for  National  Guard 
field  artillery  75  mm.  guns  and  155  mm.  guns  and  howitzer  organ- 
izations are  published  in  separate  charts.

1.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  inclosed  copy  of  letter  from 
Major  General  Robert  C.  Davis,  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army, 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau,  dated  November  7,  1924,  with 
regard  to  speeding  up  applications  of  those  World  War  veterans 
who  may  be  entitled  to  adjusted  compensation  and  who  desire  to 
take  advantage  of  the  benefits  conferred  by  the  Adjusted  Compen- 
sation Act  (the  Bonus). 

2.  The  letter  speaks  for  itself,  but  your  attention  is  particular- 
ly invited  to  the  last  two  paragraphs  and  to  the  last  sentence  of 
the  first  paragraph  of  said  letter. 

3.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  State  Adjutants  General  may  find 
it  possible  to  take  such  action  as  will  bring  this  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  present  and  former  members  of  the  National  Guard.  It 
is  felt  that  great  impetus  could  be  given  the  matter  if  National 
Guard  organizations  would  interest  themselves  in  aiding  and  ad- 
vising the  veterans  in  their  localities  as  to  obtaining,  making  out 
and  forwarding  their  blanks  to  the  War  Department.  Certainly 
the  National  Guard  could  render  a  valuable  service  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  make  many  friends  for  itself,  should  it  get  behind  this 
thing  and  help  former  veterans  to  help  themselves.  It  should  be 
urged  upon  those  w.ho  do  not  intend  to  apply  for  compensation, 
either  now  or  eventually,  to  communicate  that  fact  to  The  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  Army,  in  order  that  the  War  Department  may 
more  accurately  estimate  the  task  remaining  before  it  and  thereby 
reduce  the  cost  of  administration  of  the  benefits  conferred.

My  dear  General : 

It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  relatively  few  National  Guard  Officers 
actively  support  the  work  of  the  National  Rifle  Association.  Prac- 
tically all  of  them  are  interested  in  seeing  the  work  carried  through 
but  they  do  not  stop  to  think  of  the  immediate  bearing  that  the 
activities  of  the  Association  have  on  the  shooting  of  the  Guard.  We 
believe  that  if  it  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  officers  in  your 
state  that  the  National  Rifle  Association  was  responsible  for  the 
original  law  authorizing  the  holding  of  the  National  Matches  and 
has  been  instrumental  each  year  since  the  inception  of  the  Matches 
in  obtaining  the  passage  of  the  necessary  legislation  to  assure  the 
continuation  of  the  matches,  if  the  officers  were  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  the  present  high  state  of  development  of  the  Springfield 
rifle  and  ammunition,  particularly  Match  ammunition,  is  due  to 
the  continual  efforts  of  the  NRA,  if  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
adoption  of  the  new  .22  calibre  Springfield  was  largely  a  result  of 
the  Association's  activities,  if  the  work  of  the  NRA  in  introducing 
rifle  shooting  to  the  high  schools  and  colleges  of  the  country  were 
called  to  their  attention,  and  if  the  considerable  strides  in  the 
interesting  of  the  Police  Departments  in  the  matter  of  properly 
taking  care  of  and  handling  their  guns,  were  impressed  on  the 
Guard  Officers,  we  believe  that  they  would  agree  that  the  Associa- 
tion deserved  their  support  both  morally  and  actively. 

The  active  support  of  the  Guard  Officers  of  your  state  would 
have  a  double  result.  In  the  first  place,  it  would  give  the  National 
Rifle  Association  a  much  greater  weight  in  its  arguments  before 
Congress  and  would  give  it  considerable  greater  prestige  locally. 
In  the  second  place,  the  Guard  would  be  assured  of  the  consider- 
able added  incentive  to  a  greater  interest  in  small  arms  practice, 
which  would  result  from  the  circulars  and  programs  we  are  con- 
tinually sending  individual  members  of  the  Association. 

Your  cooperation  in  enlisting  the  support  of  your  officers,  will, 
needless  to  say,  be  greatly  appreciated.  If  you  can  issue  a  mem- 
orandum relative  to  the  subject  we  will  be  very  glad  to  furnish 
application  blanks  or  will  accept  the  application  of  your  officers 
by  letter  if  they  will  indicate  their  name,  rank,  organization,  age 
and  mailing  address.  It  is  customary  to  require  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  to  be  vouched  for  by  some  one  who  is  al- 
ready a  member,  or  some  police  official  or  regular  army  or  guard 
officer.  This  provision  of  course  will  not  apply  to  the  officers  of 
your  organization  who  desire  to  join  us  in  the  work  we  are  trying 
to  do.  Annual  membership  ,costs  but  two  dollars  per  year  and  the 
applications  received  from  this  time  forth  will  be  credited  for  the 
balance  of  1924  and  all  of  1925. 
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As  you  know,  the  situation  relative  to  the  National  Matches 
and  the  general  promotion  of  rifle  practice  in  this  countny  is 
rather  acute.  There  is  nothing  which  will  be  of  greater  value  to 
us  in  our  efforts  to  save  the  situation  than  to  be  able  to  point  to 
a  one  hundred  percent  enrollment  of  the  National  Guard  Officers 
of  the  various  states.

1.  Attention  is  invited  to  Paragraph  110-c,  Changes  No.  19, 
National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  dated  October  1,  1924.  It  will 
be  noted  that  in  order  for  officers  to  qualify  for  armory  drill  pay 
the  following  conditions  will  have  to  be  met : 

(a)  Organizations  must  be  maintained  at  all  times, 
after  the  first  six  months  of  Federal  recognition,  at  not 
less  than  the  minimum  maintenance  enlisted  strength. 

(b)  Not  less  than  60%  of  the  actual  minimum  main- 
tenance enlisted  strength  must  attend  and  participate  at 
drills. 

2.  Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  10%  varia- 
tion allowed  in  Changes  No.  3,  National  Guard  Regulations  1922, 
is  eliminated. 

3.  It  is  requested  that  this  information  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  all  National  Guard  organizations.

The  Paragraph  110-c  changes  No.  19,  N.  G.  R.  1922,  dated 
October  1,  1924  has  been  issued  and  reads  as  follows: 

"110,  (Changed  by  C.  N.  G.  R.  No.  3),  Change  subparagraph 
c  as  follows : 

C.  Minimum  Maintenance  Strength, — A  unit,  after 
Federal  recognition,  shall  be  required  to  maintain  a  mini- 
mum enlisted  strength  equal  to  that  prescribed  in  the  ap- 
plicable Tables  of  Organization  for  that  unit,  but  not  to 
exceed  60 ;  and  with  the  following  general  exceptions : 

(1)  That  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  units 
consisting  of  subdivisions  separately  recognized  at  two  or 
more  stations  but  the  peace  and  minimum  maintenance 
strengths  of  such  subdivisions  shall  be  as  prescribed  in 
applicable  Tables  of  Organization  or  in  Circulars  of  the 
Militia  Bureau. 
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(2)     No  unit  during  the  first  six  months  immediately 
following  the  date  of  its  Federal  recognition  shall  be  re- 
quired to  maintain  an  enlisted  strength  in  excess  of  fifty. 
(C.  N.  G.  R.  No.  19,  October  1,  1924). 
Change  subparagraph  d  (1)  as  follows : 

(1)  When  a  unit  has  the  same  maintenance  and  peace 
Strengths,  or  when  there  is  a  difference  of  less  than  ten 
between  its  maintenance  and  peace  strengths,  there  will 
be  allowed  to  such  unit  for  the  purposes  of  administra- 
tion and  recruiting,  a  variation  of  fifty  per  cent,  but  not 
to  exceed  ten  enlisted  men,  above  its  prescribed  peace 
strength.  All  enlisted  men  in  excess  of  peace  strength 
shall  be  carried  in  the  grade  of  private.  (C.  N.  G.  R. 
No.  19,  Oct.  1,  1924)."

The  available  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1925  prevent  a 
further  supply  of  publications,  in  addition  to  the  allowances  set 
forth  in  Circular  No.  19,  at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau  appro- 
priations. 

2.  The  Militia  Bureau  has  made  arrangements  to  furnish, 
through  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  at  tbe  expense  of  Militia 
Bureau  appropriations,  lesson  sheeets  for  use  by  students  in  tbe 
army  correspondence  courses  enrolled  from  among  the  personnel 
of  the  National  Guard.  No  publications,  maps,  or  other  material, 
except  the  lesson  sheets  referred  to  above,  can  be  provided  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  for  use  primarily  in  Army  Corresepondence 
Courses,  other  correspondence  courses,  schools  of  any  kind,  or  for 
other  special  purposes,  at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau  appro- 
priations, including  that  part  of  these  appropriations  which  has 
been  allotted  to  the  States.

National  Guard 
Regulations,  as  amended  by  Changes  No.  7,  the  following  informa- 
tion is  given  witji  the  idea  of  bringing  out  more  clearly  the  intent 
of  its  application.  This  paragraph  treats  of  medical  and  hospital 
treatment  for  members  of  the  federally  recognized  National  Guard, 
not  in  federal  service,  at  the  expense  of  federal  funds  appropriated 
for  the  National  Guard. 

a.  Diseases. — This  class  of  cases  includes  all  disorders  enumer- 
ated in  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases. 

If  the  disease  is  due  to  other  than  one's  own  misconduct,  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Guard  are  entitled  to  medical  care  and  hospi- 
tal treatment  for  diseases  contracted  in  camp,  at  Army  hospitals, 
private  hospitals  or  civilian  hospitals,  as  exigencies  of  the  service 
may  demand,  for  the  period  of  the  authorized  encampment. 

The  principal  borderline  case  between  disease  and  injury  is 
hernia.  The  ruling  of  the  Militia  Bureau  in  such  a  case  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "Hernias  as  a  rule  are  due  to  developmental  defects  of  the 
abdominal  wall  and  where  there  is  no  history  of  violence  will  be 
considered  as  a  disease  and  not  an  injury.  If  the  occurrence  of 
the  hernia  was  accompanied  by  external  violence,  the  hernia  being 
immediately  manifested  thereafter  as  a  result  therefrom,  then  it 
will  be  classed  as  an  injury". 

(1)  Members  of  the  National  Guard  suffering  from  disease  not 
in  line  of  duty,  but  not  due  to  their  own  misconduct,  are  entitled 
to  medical  care  and  hospital  treatment  in  camp  or  hospitals  only 
for  the  duration  of  the  period  of  authorized  instruction. 

(2)  Members  of  the  National  Guard  taken  sick  while  at 
armory  drill  are  not  entitled  to  medical  care  or  hospital  treatment 
at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau  funds. 

(3)  Members  of  the  National  Guard  who  undergo  treatment 
for  disease  in  hospitals,  at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau  funds, 
must  show  direct  military  supervision  from  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease  to  hospitalization. 

(4)  Bills  for  hospital  service  will  show  certificates  of  surgeon 
approved  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  tlie  camp,  to  the  effect 
that  the  nature  of  the  sickness  w7as  such  that  it  could  not  be 
treated  in  camp. 

6.  Injuries. — Members  of  the  National  Guard  who  become  in- 
jured in  line  of  duty  while  participating  in  authorized  encamp- 
ments, maneuvers,  or  camps  of  instruction,  or  while  in  attendance 
at  service  schools,  or  while  participating  in  authorized  aerial  flights 
at  regularly  ordered  drills,  are  entitled  to  medical  care  and  hos- 
pital treatment  at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau  funds  until  they 
are  physically  fit  for  transportation  to  their  homes. 

(1)  The  law  contemplates  the  use  of  Militia  Bureau  funds  for 
medical  care  and  hospital  treatment  for  injuries  in  line  of  duty, 
such  care  and  treatment  to  commence  while  the  injured  men  are 
within  military  control  and  to  continue  until  they  are  fit  for  trans- 
portation to  their  homes. 

(2)  Having  traveled  to  their  homes,  it  is  conclusively  to  be 
presumed  that  the  injured  men  were  fit  for  transportation. 
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c.  Not  in  line  of  duty  due  to  own  misconduct. — Members  of 
the  National  Guard  suffering  from  disease  or  injury  not  in  line 
of  duty  and  due  to  their  own  misconduct.  In  these  cases  only 
such  facilities  as  are  offered  in  camp  are  allowed.  Thev  may  be 
sent  to  their  homes.  All  treatment  accorded  them  beyond  the 
period  of  the  camp  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  other  than  Militia 
Bureau  funds. 

d.  When  taken  sick  while  at  armory  drill. — A  soldier  who  is 
taken  sick  with  disease  while  at  armory  drill  is  not  entitled  to 
medical  care  and  treatment. 

e.  When  injured  while  at  armory  drill. — A  soldier  who  is  in- 
jured while  at  armory  drill  is  not  entitled  to  medical  care  and 
treatment,  except  in  the  case  of  those  participating  in  authorized 
aerial  flights. 

/.  While  undergoing  treatment  at  camp  or  hospital. — A  soldier 
undergoing  treatment  either  at  camp  or  in  hospital,  who  returns 
to  his  home,  is  not  entitled  to  any  further  treatment  at  the  ex- 
pense of  Militia  Bureau  funds. 

g.  Admission  to  hospitals  other  than  in  camps. — The  following 
is  briefly  the  necessary  steps  for  obtaining  admission  to  hospitals 
other  than  those  provided  in  camps  : 

(1)  A  surgeon's  statement  approved  by  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  camp,  that  the  nature  of  the  sickness  can  not 
be  properly  treated  in  camp. 

(2)  Diagnosis  with  a  statement  as  to  line  of  duty  status. 

(3)  In  case  of  injury,  the  cause,  nature,  and  location  of 
the  injury ;  time  and  place  of  occurrence  and  the  circum- 
stances connected  therewith. 

h.  When  charges  are  considered  exorbitant. — When  charges  for 
professional  services  by  civilian  physicians,  are  considered  exorbi- 
tant, certificates  will  be  obtained  from  one  or  more  doctors  of 
standing  in  the  community  as  to  usual  charges  in  like  cases. 

i.  Bi-weekly  report  for  cases  hospitalised. — Where  cases  are 
hospitalized  for  periods  of  more  than  one  month,  a  bi-weekly  re- 
port of  progress,  with  a  statement  as  to  the  probable  date  of  re- 
turn to  home,  will  be  submitted  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
State.  The  limit  of  time  for  hospitalization  in  the  cases  of  in- 
jury in  line  of  duty  is  until  the  patient  is  fit  for  transportation 
to  his  home. 

Transfer  from  one  hospital  to  another. — When,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Militia  Bureau,  a  transfer  from  one  hospital  to  another 
hospital  is  in  the  interest  of  the  patient  and  the  government,  such 
transfer  will  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Militia  Bureau  funds. 

k.  Fit  for  transportation  to  home. — The  term  "Fit  for  trans- 
portation to  his  home"  is  taken  to  mean  when  the  hospital  authori- 
ties relieve  the  man  from  treatment  at  hospital  and  report  him  fit 
for  travel. 

/.  Bills  for  payment  from  Militia  Bureau  funds. — When  bills 
are  submitted  for  payment  from  Militia  Bureau  funds,  the  rele- 
vant data  outlined  above  in  par.  g.  should  accompany  them  giving 
dates  of  authorized  encampments.

ALLOWANCES  OF  GASOLINE,  CYLINDER  OIL,  GREASE 
AND  KEROSENE  FOR  ARMORY  TRAINING. 

1.  The  annual  allowances  of  gasoline,  cylinder  oil,  grease  (all 
kinds),  and  kerosene  for  the  armory  training  of  all  units  equipped 
with  Government-owned  motor  vehicles,  except  Air  Service  organi- 
zations, will  hereafter  be  based  on  a  running  time  of  thirty  (30) 
hours  per  year  per  authorized  vehicle. 

2.  The  following  table  gives  the  authorized  allowances  per  ve- 
hicle per  running  hour  and  should  be  used  for  computing  the  al- 
lowances for  any  given  unit :

Totals  on  requisitions  should  be  stated  to  the  nearest  integer,  pro- 
vided that  in  no  instance  will  the  total  quarterly  allowances  ac- 
cruing to  a  unit  be  taken  as  less  than  one  (1)  each  for  cylinder 
oil  and  kerosene  and  one  (1)  pound  for  grease. 

3.  In  future,  all  requisitions  for  gasoline,  cylinder  oil,  grease 
and  kerosene  will  show  after  "basis  of  Requisition"  the  number 
of  each  type  of  Government-owned  vehicle  actually  used  by  the 
unit  for  purposes  of  drill  and  instruction.  The  foregoing  allow- 
ances are  not  intended  for  vehicles  placed  in  "dead  storage"  and 
not  actually  operated. 
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4.  The  cost  of  gasoline,  oil,  grease  and  kerosene  is  properly 
chargeable  against  funds  apportioned  to  the  several  States  under 
the  sub-appropriation  "General  Expenses,  Equipment  and  Instruc- 
tion, National  Guard",  apportionment  "Equipment  and  Incidental 
Expenses,"  provided  a  sufficient  unobligated  balance  remains  to 
the  credit  of  the  State.  Before  any  expense  of  this  nature  is  in- 
curred, a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
Militia  Bureau  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year 
for  approval  and  reservation  of  the  necessary  funds  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  National  Guard  Regulations. 

5.  If  the  expenditure  is  authorized,  the  gasoline,  oil,  etc.,  will 
be  purchased  in  the  open  market  by  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  State  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
Government,  and  a  copy  of  the  authority  for  the  expenditure  filed 
with  the  voucher  upon  which  credit  is  claimed  for  the  payment. 

6.  These  instructions  are  effective  on  and  after  January  1, 
1925,  and  supersede  all  previous  instructions  in  conflict  therewith.

CONTRACTS 

1.  Procedure  where  other  than  the  lowest  bid  is  accepted. — The 
following  decision  of  The  Comptroller  General  rendered  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  under  date  of  November  6,  1924,  is  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

"I  have  letter  of  October  24,  1924,  from  the  Acting  Quarter- 
master General,  in  response  to  letters  of  October  11,  13,  and  16, 
relative  to  certain  tracts  containing  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
"the  award  of  the  contract  was  made  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder". 

"In  the  letters  of  October  11,  13,  and  16,  you  were  advised  that 
although  the  certificates  state  that  the  awards  were  made  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  there  is  no  showing  that  the  lowest  bids 
were  actually  accepted,  attention  being  invited  to  the  require- 
ments in  that  respect  as  stated  in  decision  of  March  8,  1924, 
3  Comp.  Gen.  604,  at  Page  605,  as  follows: 

"*  *  *  The  acceptance  by  an  administrative  officer  of  other 
than  the  lowest  bid  would  ordinarily  not  be  questioned  if  the 
reasons  assigned  for  that  action  appeared  satisfactory,  but  the 
action  in  that  respect  by  administrative  officers  is  not  conclusive 
on  the  accounting  office.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  a  satisfactory 
audit  of  expenditures,  whether  pursuant  to  formal  or  informal  con- 
tracts requires  at  least  an  affirmative  showing  that  the  lowest  bid 
was  accepted  or,  if  otherwise,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  reasons 
for  accepting  other  than  the  lowest  bid". 

"In  response  to  such  notices  and  requests  for  prompt  compliance 
with  the  requirements  as  therein  outlined,  the  Acting  Quarter- 
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master  General  advised  that  the  information  furnished  to  the  effect 
that  the  awards  made  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  was  all 
that  the  law  requires  and  all  that  had  ever  been  required  in  con- 
nection with  contracts  of  the  Quartermaster  Department  of  the 
Army,  citing  in  support  thereof  certain  orders  and  regulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  a  provision  of  the  Act  of  July  5,  1884, 
23  Stat.  109,  pursuant  to  which  such  orders,  regulations,  etc., 
were  issued,  the  said  act  providing  as  follows  : 

"*  . .  *  Provided,  That  hereafter  all  purchases  of  regular  and 
miscellaneous  supplies  for  the  Army  furnished  by  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  and  by  the  Commissary  Department  for  im- 
mediate use,  shall  be  made  by  the  officers  of  such  Department, 
under  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  at  the  places  nearest  the 
points  where  they  are  needed,  the  conditions  of  cost  and  quality 
being  equal :  Provided  also,  That  all  purchases  of  said  supplies, 
except  in  cases  of  emergency,  which  must  be  at  once  reported  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  approval,  shall  be  made  by  contract 
after  public  notice  of  not  less  than  ten  days  for  small  amounts 
for  immediate  use,  and  of  not  less  than  from  thirty  to  sixty  days 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  and  conditions  of  the  service  shall  warrant 
such  extension  of  time   *    *  *". 

The  award  in  every  case  shall  be  made  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  for  the  best  and  most  suitable  article,  the  right  being  re- 
served to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

In  the  letter  of  October  24,  1924,  from  the  Acting  Quartermaster 
General,  it  is  stated  : 

"You  are  advised,  however,  in  view  of  the  past  practice,  the 
time  will  be  extended  so  that  the  requirements  generally  will  be 
insisted  upon  only  as  to  contracts  executed  on  and  after  November 
15,  1924,  unless  a  particular  need  therefor  arises  in  specific  cases". 

The  portion  of  the  decision  of  March  8,  1924  (3  Comp.  Gen.  604) 
setting  forth  the  requirements  made  applicable  generally  by  the 
foregoing  decision  reads  as  follows : 

"The  information  thus  considered  necessary  may  be  provided 
either  by  furnishing  the  accepted  proposal  and  all  rejected  pro- 
posals or  copies  thereof,  or  by  furnishing  the  accepted  proposals 
and  an  abstract  of  rejected  proposals,  or  by  a  certificate  on  the 
voucher  by  one  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  that  the  accepted 
bid,  attached  or  otherwise  deposited,  was  the  lowest  bid,  if  that 
be  a  fact,  or  if  the  fact  be  otherwise,  a  detailed  statement  as  to 
the  reasons  for  accepting  other  than  the  lowest  bid".
